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CONSTITUTIONAL REFORMS IN FRANCE. 
It is interesting and instructive now and then to divert the 
attention which has for some time been engrossed in a par- 


ticular pursuit of our 
own, in order to take 
momentary cogni- 
sance of the way in 
which the same pur- 
suit is being con- 
ducted elsewhere, 
France, as well as 
England, is just now 
aiming at an improve- 
ment of her consti- 
tuted organs of po- 
litical eXpression, and 
it may be worth our 
while to take notice of 
the characteristic dif- 
ference of manner in 
which our neighbour 
sets about so delicate 
a work, 

In France, the Em- 
peror is himself the 
great reformer, We 
need not dive into 
imaginary depths in 
search of his ulterior 
motives, where we are 
more likely than not 
to fail of our purpose, 
nor do we think it 
either wise or just to 
look at every act of 
his through the dis- 
colouring and distort- 
ing medium of sus- 
picion, It appears to 
us more rational to be 
content with assign- 
ing unexpected de- 
cisions to obvious and, 
in themselves, suffi- 
cient causes than to 
torture them into 
proofs that they have 
their origin in some 
dark design against 
the peace and liberties 
of Europe, The Em- 
peror is a sagacious 
and far-sighted states- 
man, and may be 
fairly supposed to 
keep his mind open 
to considerations 
likely to attract the 
attention of provi- 
dent statesmanship. 
He must be aware 
that the restrictions 
which the Imperial 
Constitution has im- 
posed upon the regu- 
lar expression of 
national sentiment, 
however necessary 
under exceptional cir- 
cumstances, were too 
narrow to suit the 
permanent wants of 
France, or to give 
room for the easy 
play of her political 
life, He has seen, no 
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doubt, as every intelligent observer has seen, the general | 
tendency of thought and will in Europe, during the last few | 
years, towards a fuller appreciation of free institutions, and 
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has inferred from his reading of history that euch tendency 
may be more easily and safely guided than resisted. He is 
interested, of course, in strengthening his dynastic expecta- 


tions by a_ settle- 
ment of difficult, and, 
under certain imagi- 
nable conditions, dan- 
gerous questions, 
while he can give to 
them his personal 
superintendence ; and 
it is quite conceivable 
that he is ambitious 
of leaving behind 
him a form of Con- 
stitution as nicely 
adapted as possible to 
the genius and habits 
of his subjects. That 
he has a keen insight 
into their national 
peculiarity of cha- 
racter, temperament, 
and tastes need 
hardly be affirmed, 
his extraordinary ca- 
reer attests it; that 
he is remarkably 
quick in seizing happy 
opportunities, as well 
as patient in waiting 
for them, is almost 
equally indisputable ; 
and that, in pursuit of 
a policy which he 
deems to be neces- 
sary, he can subject 
both his pride and his 
passions to the con- 
trol of his judgment, 
he has given the 
world convincing evi- 
dence, Unquestion- 
ably he has some- 
times miscalculated 
the moral forces with 
which he has had to 
deal, but rarely those 
which operate upon 
the mind of France. 
Napoleon III. has 
evidently become im- 
pressed with the con- 
viction that the time 
has come for gently 
slackening the reins 
by whieh he has 
hitherto held in check 
the impulsiveness of 
the people whom he 
governs. English- 
men, with their phleg- 
matic temperament 
and their habits of 
self-restraint, may 
smile at the mildness 
of the reforms which 
the French Emperor 
has recently spon- 
taneously conceded ; 
but it has to be borne 
in mind that they 
have been proposed, 
not to meet the views 
of Englishmen, but to 
answer the need of 
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Frenchmen, The regimen which succeeds with one patient 
may be fatal to another, What we have to note is, 
that Napoleon seeks to give increased facilities to his 
subjects for the authorised and legal utterance of their 
political opinions, by means of, first, the representative 
Chamber ; secondly, the press ; and, lastly, public meetings. 


Perhaps, he might have gone further without endangering | 
society or the Throne—as to this, however, we are but ill- | 


informed judges. It is certain that the changes he has decreed 
proceed in a Liberal direction, and touch the right points. 
Taken altogether, while they show that he does not intend to 
surrender his power of final control, he is yet willing to look 
his people more directly in the face, and to encourage in them 
a more outspoken expression of opinion upon current political 
topics. If he had yielded thus far to popular pressure, his 
concession might have been open to more adverse criticism. 
But he has taken the initiative in making them, and the un- 
solicited gift, even though smaller than might have been 
desired, carries with it a strong recommendation. 

The value of change announced with regard to the Legis- 
lative bodies—the substitution of the right of interpellation 
for that of debate on the address—will depend mainly upon 
the spirit in which the Government shall conform toit. Its 
object appears to be to provide for the discussion of political 
questions before they have assumed an unchangeable form and 
passed into the realms of history, and for bringing the 
Ministers of the Emperor into direct communication with the 
representatives of the people for the purpose of ex- 
plaining and defending matters that may seem to 
the Chamber to need it. The right, it is true, 
is fenced round by many formalities, to prevent it 
from being exercised capriciously or factiously, but it 
certainly opens a Constitutional door between the Legislative 
and the Executive, which the latter cannot refuse to pass at 
the request of the former without incurring a great loss of 
moral power. It is true, also, that it establishes neither an 
individual nor a collective responsibility of Ministers to the 
Corps Législatif ; but, if judiciously used, it promises to exert 
a real influence over the Government which, to a considerable 
extent, will answer the same purpose, and which, in process 
of time, may ripen into a mutual understanding equivalent 
to it. Meanwhile, the restoration of the tribune by the 
Emperor may be regarded as evidence that, on his part, he 
fully intends to give real worth to the concession he has 
announced, 

The increased freedom to be granted to the press seems to 
have given a pleasurable sense of relief to the class whom it 
most directly concerns, by removing from above their heads 
the sword of Damocles, or, in less figurative language, by 
delivering them from the peril of sudden ruin at the caprice 
of a Minister, Subjection to the Correctional Tribunals may 
annoy, but is not likely to overwhelm them. If, as seems 
probable, the authorisation of the Government for the estab- 
lishment of new journals is to be dispensed with, the amount 
of caution-nioney diminished, and the stamp duty on news- 
papers reduced, the French press will undoubtedly move more 
freely in the exercise of its functions than it has been allowed 
to do for several years past. The heaviest of its fetters will 
have been knocked off, and, although it will still have to put 
up with some restraint, it will probably find a way to discuss 
most questions of public interest with comparative inde- 
pendence. 

Nothing having yet been promulgated by authority as to 
the limits within which the right of public meeting is to be 
confined, we shall not dwell upon it further than to express 
our hope that it will not be nugatory. Taking into considera- 
tion the whole of the reforms indicated by the Emperor's letter 
to his Minister of State, and interpreting the spirit in which 
they are meant to be carried out by the facts which have 
occurred subsequently to its publication, we regard them as 
constituting remarkable testimony to the progress of liberal 
sentiment in France, and to the Emperor’s recognition of it. 
They do homage to the truth that between ruler and ruled 
there must be a common ground of sympathy, if the relation 
is destined to be permanent; and that the broader that 
ground, the better for both parties. As Government does 
not necessarily presuppose despotism, so neither does liberty 
necersarily run into license. The Emperor of the French is 
trying to exemplify the first maxim, however cautiously ; the 
second will, we trust, be illustrated by the French people in 
its best and most patriotic sense. 








“A FARMYARD.”

“A COUNTRY LANE IN SURREY.” 
AmonG the many painters of homely English landscape there are 
none less mannered or more faithful in representing familiar scenes 
than the artist whose picture we have engraved; at this example 
deals with even more simple materials than he generally selects, 
We need hardly be told that this country lane is in Surrey—that 
conveniently near resort for the London artist in search of pic- 


turesque beauty, whether of breezy hill or sheltered valley ; of shady 


woodland, crowded with glorious old trees planted by an Evelyn, or 
of open Weald and plain of green pasturage or golden grain ; whether 
of ordered lanes and hedgerows or trackless marly heath all 
aglow with yellow gorse and purple heather; whether of shining 
river fringed with shimmering alder or of dry, sandy hollows car- 
peted with dead leaves. Happily, such a lane as the artist shows 
us may be found in any part of merrie England—the same way- 
wardly zigzag lane, rising and falling with the bordering fields, the 
same tall beeches, the same chequer of sun and shade, the same 
soft azure sky and clouds of snowy fleeces. And what endless 
eeees associations are recalled by the very title! What so ex- 
nilarating as a stretch of a few miles along a “country lane”? 
How it makes the blood dance, the cheek tingle, the eye flash! Or 
what so delicious as to saunter lazily under the welcome shade of 
the wayside trees; to listen to the chorus of birds, as they glance 
overhead, or are rocked in their airy nests by a light breeze; to 
sniff from the tangled hedges the perfume of hawthorn or wild roses, 
thyme or honeysuckle? And how many other objects engage or 
amuse the attention, and help to fill an artist’s picture. Here you meet 
a group of laughing village cherubs ; Farmer Brown, on his faithfal 
Dobbin, or his busy wife, bustung to market ; a buxom milkmaid; a 
“son of the soil,’ shouldering his way home with mattock and 
spade, or lovers loitering till you pass. Or you come upon a knot of 
swarthy gipsies encamped on the green fringe of the lane near vhe 
common, and close by the spring of crystal water that trickles over 
the mossy stones, and whose soothing murmurs are broken ever and 
anon by the horse croak of frogs. By-and-by, too, you pass a stray 
cow lowing its perplexity, or a flock of cackling geese, or a pair or 
two of ducks who seem to get more snowy white as they waddle and 
take their headers in some little pool of muddy water ; or the in- 
evitable donkey nibbling the roadside thistles, or the stupid pig 
awkwardly galloping before you and affecting to believe he is being 
shamefully driven. 





FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, Feb. 7. 

THE approaching opening of the Senate and the Corps Législatif, 
and the character of the new laws for giving greater freedom to the 
pa and reorganising the French army, which will be brought 
vefore these bodies, give rise to some lively discussions in the Paris 
papers. Aji! these journals are, of course, pleased enough at 
the proepect of getting rid of the system of warnings and sup- 
pressions, and of press offences being adjudicated upom by the ordi- 
nary tribunals; but they are not equally pleased at the idea of the 
stamp being reduced and made common to all newspapers, literary 
as well as political, as it will expose them to plenty of new com- 
petitors, especially if the caution money required to be deposited 
with Government on the starting of a political journal is reduced in 
amount, as there is some talk will be the case. The Paris printers, 
too, are up in arms; they are opposed to free trade in printing, and 
cannot tolerate the idea of a man being allowed to set_up a printing 
press simply on giving notice of his intention to the Government. 
fhey are opposed, too, to the stamp on literary journals being made 
compulsory. M. Rouher, Minister of State and Finance, has received 
a deputation from the syndicate of Paris printers, who laid claim to 
certain vested rights under the law of 1810, and who protested that 
the stamping of literary journals would go far to ruin the trade of 
at least thirty printers, whose staff, they say, are almost entirely 
dependent on these publications, 

The Opposition members of the Corps Législatif have held a 
meeting, at which it was determined that three demands for the 
interpolation of Ministers should be made so soon as the Chamber 
assembled: one on recent events in Germany, another on the 
aoe state of affairs in Mexico, and a third on home matters. 

. Thiers, it is understood, is to lead the debate on the German 
question and M, Jules Favre on the Mexican. The tribune, or 
rostrum, in front of the president’s chair, from which members were 
in the habit of speaking in the old days of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, has been restored to the Legislative Palace on the Quai D’Orsay, 
and will for the future be made use of by the oratora of the Corps 
Législatif. It is rumoured that the deliberations of the Senate are 
to be no longer secret, and that a moderate number of persons will 
be admitted to the galleries in the Luxembourg Palace during the 
sittings of this honourable and liberally-remunerated body. 

A singular ceremony took place at the Tuileries on Sunday last— 
nothing else than the presentation to the Empress by the National 
Society for Rewarding Virtue of a gold medal of honour, for her 
noble conduct in visiting the cholera patients in the hospitals of 
Paris and Amiens. “It is not,” said the president of the society, 
in the course of his address to tho Empress, “a sentiment of flattery 
that — us to offer you our modest medal; it is a homage 
joined to that which all France owes to the courageous and generous 
Sovereign who left her palace and all its grandeurs to visit the 
hospitals, to carry aid and comfort to the sick, and to raise the 
moral courage of the population of two great cities, decimated by a 
terrible scourge.” 

During the past week we have had one or two very fine days, of 
which the Emperor and Empress have availed themselves to drive 
in an open carriage through the Bois de Boulogne, and to visit the 
Buttes de Chaumont, in the neighbourhood of Pére la Chaise, The 
other evening they were present at the Vaudeville Théatre to witness 
the performance of M. Sardon’s comedy, ‘‘ La Maison Neuve,” which, 
spite of the bitterness with which it was assailed by the critics on 
its first representation, has subsided into a confirmed success, and is 
now being performed for the sixty-second time. 

The waters of the Seine, which have been for some time past 
considerably above their ordinary level, have now risen to such an 
extent that barges can no longer pass beneath the arches of the 
bridges; consequently all navigation is put a stop to. The quays 
on both sides of the river are completely submerged, and several of 
the smaller islands are entirely under water. If this state of things 
continues, we may look for a serious rise in the price of fire-wood, 
already ey dear at this particular season. 

The resolution come to by the Imperial Commission for the Inter- 
national Exhibition of 1867 to admit the public to the palace and 
grounds on payment of a franc each person is drawing a consider- 
able sum of money to the Exhibition exchequer. On fine days some- 
thing like three or four thousand persons must visit the building and 
the grounds, a number which to five and six thousand on 
Sundays. The space over which visitors can roam being so exten- 
sive, they do not interfere in the slightest degree with the labours of 
the two or three thousand workmen who are stil! engaged in the 
Champ de Mars, putting the finishing stroke to what will certainly 
be the most remarkable Exhibition which the world ever saw.

An official decree has been issued abolishing criminal process for 
political offences committed in the Italian kingdom, provided they 
be not accompanied by violation of martial law, offences against 
persons or property, or perpetrated by members of criminal 


associations. 
BELGIUM, 

Serious disturbances have occurred in the mining districts of 
Belgium, through the distress produced by a strike among the 
operatives. The great seat of the iron and coal district of Belgium 
is in that Walloon country of which Charleroi is the centre. Three 
workmen have been killed in an encounter with the troops, and 
fifteen Belgian soldiers have been wounded. 

The immediate cause of the riot was a reduction of 10 per cent on 
the wages of the metal-workers of Marchiennes, It is said that 
many of the metal-workers appear to have been disposed to accept 
the reduced rate of wages; but a determined faction compelled all 
the rest to strike, and went from one work to another, turning the 
people out of the yards, extinguishing the fires, unhinging the gratea 
of the furnaces, and otherwise stopping the machinery. Next, the 
coa!-miners of the neighbouring districts caught the contagion. The 
price of flour excited their wrath, and they demanded that it should 
be reduced to 30f. the sack. It was the night-miners who first gave 
up work and threatened to cut the ropes by which the day-men were 
lowered into the pits unless they joined the strike. 

The ironworkers had limited their violence to such measures as 
they deemed necessary to put out the furnaces, But the miners, 
more ignorant and violent, gave a more dangerous aspect to the 
tumult. They marched upon a steam flour-mill at Marchiennes. 
The mill was defended by about one hundred soldiers, whom the 
alarm had gathered to the spot, and who were quickly surrounded by 
the vast multitude and subjected to a heavy rain of stones and other 
missiles. This they endured with mm og and good temper, 
but their longsuffering only exasperated the mob. It became evident 
that the troops must act in self-defence. They fired a volley—three 
of the rioters fell, and the rest, with a how! of rage, flung themselves 
upon the soldiery, swept them away, seized, sacked, and fired the 
mill, There was a brewery close by, and some of the miller’s men, 
by a happy inspiration, broke open a number of barrels and ex~- 
tinguished the flames in a fi of beer. After their victory at 
Marchiennes the miners seemed to have calmed down, They went 
quietly off to their homes, loaded with sacks of flour. 

Thirty of the miners who took part in the riots at Marchiennes 
have been arrested, including the principal ringleader. This has 
had the effect of restoring order, and the men belonging to the 
factories and coal-mines near Marchiennes have resumed work, 


AUSTRIA. 

Count Beleredi has resigned the premiership, and Baron von 
Beust succeeds him. The change is believed to have been caused 
by the Hungarian questi=n, and to indicate Imperial concessions to 
that unfortunate nationality. Baron Beust will receive the title of 
Imperial Chancellor. The Emperor has intrusted him with the 
formation of a new Ministry. m Beust’s programme is based 
vpon the principle that the assembling of an extraordinary Diet 
would be inexpedient, because the German provinces have to a 
great extent abstained from or in the elections, and also 
because the understanding with Hun has become an accom- 

lished fact. The Emperor has therefore decided that the project 
or assembling an extraordinary Diet shall be abandoned, and 
that the opening of the ordinary Diet shall be deferred uatil the 
18th inst. 

We hear from Pesth that the Committee of Sixty-seven have 
finished their labours, It is believed that a Hungarian Ministry has 
been constituted. In Monday’s sitting of the Committee an amend- 
ment to the report of the Committee of Fifteen, introduced by M. 
Longay, was agreed to, The amendment proposes the conclusion of 
treaties between Hungary and the trans-Leithan provinces, with the 
view of assimilating the regulations in force with regard to trade, 
customs, railways, indirect taxes, and ———. 

An Imperial decree has been issued suspending in Southern Tyrol 
the laws for the protection of personal liberty and inviolability of 
domicile. The reasons given for this measure are that recent dis- 
turbances appear to have endangered in the highest degree the public 
safety in that district. 

The Vienna journals announce that round the city are to be erected 
forty-two detached forts and three walls of defence. 

The treaty of commerce between Austria and Switzerland has been 
concluded in the form of a declaration of reciprocity. 

PRUSSIA. 

The King has given his consent to the marriage of Princess Mary 
of Hohenzollern with the Count of Flanders, . 

In Tuesday a = of the Chamber of Deputies the 
dispute between the Chamber and the Government on the subject of 
the railway loan was arranged by means of a compromise, it being 
decided that the consent of the Diet would be necessary only in the 
event of the Government wishing to dispose of the railway lines 
specified in the Loan Bill. 

The Chamber of Deputies agreed yesterday week to the bill for 
abolishing the salt monopoly and levying a tax of two thalers per 
hundredweight on that article. The House, at the same time, 
demanded that the Government should gradually reduce the amount 
of the tax. 

In the sitting of the Upper House yesterday week the bill passed 
by the Lower House fur affording remuneration to the members of 
the North German Parliament was rejected. 

The Upper House a ved on Monday the bill authorising a loan 
of 24,000,000 thalers for the construction of railways. The House 
added a resolution to the effect that the consent of the Chamber would 
po nga only for the sale, and not for the lease, of the proposed 

ways.

The 
bill, which was opposed in detail by Count Bismarck, was rejected 
by the House.

INDIA,

VERY many years have passed since a scene like that of 
Tuesday last occurred when the guns announced that the 
Speech from the Throne had been delivered, and that its con- 
tents would be known in a few minutes, Much loyal interest 
has often been excited by the ceremonial which inaugarates 
the Session of Parliament, and during the reigu of our beloved 
Queen that interest has naturally been more often aroused 


| than during the reigns of her immediate predecessors. Some- 


times the occasidm has called forth manifestations of affec- 
tionate joy, and we have also seen her people moved to demon- 
strations of as affectionate sympathy. But of merely political 
excitement we have had very little at the opening of Parlia- 
ment, Either we knew beforehand what the Ministers for the 
But on Tuesday 
The scene 
around the Houses on that day and the rush for the evening 


| newspapers were new sights to the majority of those wh® 


defied the miserable weather, and stood ont in their thousands 
to salute the Queen, and to learn what the Earl of Derby 
intended to do upon the most important question of the day, 
It is curious that we should have to add that for nearly a 





week after the Speech, very imperfect information on the 
point will be all that the public can possess, It will be Tuesday 
morning again before the nation generally will know what the 
Government proposes upon the question of Reform. 

The long speech was hastily glanced over until we reached a 
passage which Earl Russell in the Lords and Mr. Gladstone 
in the Commons have criticised as mysterious and 
enigmatical. The words are noteworthy, as they opera the 
Constitutional portion of the Reform struggle of 1867 :— 

“ Your attention will again be called to the state of the 
representation of the people in Parliament ; and I trust that 
your deliberations, conducted in a spirit of moderation and 
mutual forbearance, may lead to the adoption of measures 
which, without unduly disturbing the balance of political 
power, shall freely extend the elective franchise.” 

The language of this paragraph has, of course intentionally, 
concealed the plan of the Administration. The absence of 
the ordinary announcement that a measure will be submitted 
to the Houses for the purpose of carrying out the object 
referred to induces the belief that Mr. Disraeli will endeavour 
to proceed by resolutions, Now, if the House will assent to 
this course, it will be very plain sailing for the Ministers. If 
Mr. Disraeli can enunciate certain propositions of his own, 
declaring the expediency of a change in the franchise, and 
defining that change, or if his colleagues will permit him 
to agree to such modifications of those propositions as Mr. 
Gladstone may dictate, there only remains the introduction 
of a bill which the Commons will have pledged themselves 
to pass. Nothing could be more charmingly amiable, or, 
as the Speech says, more marked by moderation and mutual 
forbearance. A Reform Act, emanating from the whole House, 
will be passed, and the Conservative Ministry, having thrown 
out the Liberals on a reform question, will have the credit of 
settling the important subject, and may look for a long term of 
office, with the admirable prestige given by so admirable an 
exploit. But, however delightful such proceedings would 
seem, especially to the noblemen and gentlemen who would 
watch them from the right of the Speaker, we have net yet 
arrived at the political millennium, nor is the House of 
Commons the Happy Family. We much fear that the men of 
the present day are too self-asserting, too combative, to 
accept so pleasing a suggestion for arranging the affairs of the 
nation, Human nature requires more mollification than it has 
yet received before it can be ren lered so very gentle and con- 
ciliatory. It is quite upon the cards that Mr, Gladstone himself, 
though a model of chivalry and courtesy, may intimate his in- 
ability to see why he and his friends were thrust from office, if 
the first act of their successors was to be an attempt to 
imitate the legislation of their predecessors. And he may 
proceed to convey his opinion that, if a reform bill is to be 
carried, the honour and advantage of carrying it properly 
belong to those who sincerely desire to pass it, not to those 
who notoriously assent to Reform only because they regard it 
as an inevitable evil. It is even conceivable that this view 
may be affirmed by the harsh and coarse argument called a 
majority : a result the less improbable, seeing that the states- 
man who may assert these views is backed by many more 
members than follow the lead of his rival. We beg pardon 
for submitting so disagreeable a possibility—we have done it 
as delicately as we could—but the journalist is compelled to 
look at possibilities, and to give warning thereof. 

“Tf he means to bring in a bill, why does he not say so?” 
is the unceremonious answer to the suggestion that, after all, 
a bill may be ready, and Mr. Disraeli may launch it on 
Monday. To this we have no effective rejoinder, It is 
possible that such may be his course, We suspect that Mr. 
Disraeli not only comprehends the situation, which is plain to 
the dullest squire, but that he has temper and self-mastery 
enough to accept it fearlessly, a-course in which he will 
not be followed by all the Conservatives. The worls 
“shall freely extend the franchise” are good words, but 
they are elastic, and what is elastic contracts as well 
as expands, We do not think that Mr. Disraeli’s colleagues, 
or the majority of them, have assented to such Reform 
terms as the Commons will accept, and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer feels that he is a hampered man, On a bill, 
with its definite declarations, he would have to stand or fall ; 
but it has been his business to do his best for his Ministry 
and to seize all the chances of prolonging its existence, He 
may consider that the case of Reform is so exceptional, and 
the issues are so important, that the Administration may be 
justified in regarding itself, pro hdc vice, as a portion of the 
House only, not as its leaders, and may not necessarily deem 
itself bound to resign office because the Commons resolve 
upon a much larger echeme of Reform than the Derby Cabinet 
would care to initiate. It will be remembered that both the 
Earl of Derby and Mr, Disraeli declared that the Russell 
Cabinet had no business to go out upon its last defeat, 
and that Earl Russell was blameworthy for yielding to party 
pique in presence of a great national difficulty. Whatever 
this may have meant then, it may now be cited in support of 
the policy of retaining office at the price of having to carry 
out views not those of the officeholders. We have to see 
whether the Liberals who went out on the point of honour 
will not insist upon the Conservatives being equally punc- 
tilious, and again we come to the fact that the Opposition 
have the power of enforcing their own fastidious notions. 
We are prepared, however, for a display of an unexampled 
ingenuity on the part of a statesman whose friends are more 
difficult to manage than his enemies, and whatever may 
suffer in the coming fray, it will not be Mr, Disraeli’s reputa- 
tion for adroitness and courage. 

Until the question of the existence of the Ministry shall be 
solved, it seems idle to enter into the catalogue of labours 
which the Cabinet sets before itself in the event of its being 
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allowed to go on. Colonial consolidation, a water-supply for 
London, an inquiry into the law of trades unions, improve- 
ment of the Factory Acts, reform in the mercantile marine, in 
the navigation laws, in railway management, in the treatment 
of sick poor, in bankruptey, and in the relation of Irish land- 
lords and tenants, are all topics of great interest and im- 
portance; but one Ministry can treat them about as 
well as another, and we doubt whether the promise 
of so much useful legislation will win many votes 
when the party division comes. It is well, how- 
ever, that so many admitted cases for redress should be 
registered in a Royal Speech, as this solemnity marks them 
all as certainly destined for attack, let who will be in power. 
But, until Ministers shall have announced their Reform 
scheme, no one will bear with the slighest discussion on the 
other schemes, If the ridiculous and unconstitutional demon- 
stration which is still menaced for Monday do not induce the 
House of Commons to refuse to sit until the artisans shall 
have gone home and the mob shall have dispersed, London 
will know on that night, and England on the following morn- 
ing, to whose hands the Commons are likely to cenfide the 
working out of the Reform problem.

The Duke of Rutland was then introduced by 
the Lord Chamberlain (Sir Charles Young being in attendance 
with the insignia of the Order of the Garter), and the Queen 
invested the Duke of Rutland with the ribbon and badge 
of the Garter. After the investiture, Mr. Richard Malins (Vice- 
Chancellor) was introduced by the Lord Chamberlain, and had the 
honour of knighthood conferred upon him by her Majesty. The 
Queen, accompanied by Princess Christian, drove out. Later in the 
day her Majesty, accompanied by Princess Beatrice, rode in the 
grounds adjacent to Osborne. Prince and Princess Christian, ac- 
companied by Lord and Lady Cowley, drove out. Princess Louisa, 
Prince Arthur, and Prince Christian rode out. Prince Leopold, 
Princess Beatrice, and Prince Henry of Prussia walked in the 
grounds of Osborne. Lord and Lady Cowley had the honour of 
dining with her Majesty. The Hon. Harriet Phipps arrived as Maid 
of Honour in Waiting to the Qucen. The Prince of Leiningen, the 
Duchess Dowager of Athole and Miss M‘Gregor, and Sir Thomas 
Pasley left Osborne. 

On Sunday the Queen, Prince and Princess Christian, Princess 
Louisa, Prince Arthur, and Princess Beatric: attended Divine 
service, performed at Osborne by the Rev. G. Prochero, 

On Monday the Queen, accompanied by Princess Louisa, Prince 
Arthur, au Princess Beatrice, left Osborne en route for Windsor 
Castle. The suite in attendance consisted of Lady Waterpark, the 
Hon. Emily Cathcart, Major-General Sir T. M. Biddalph, Lord 
Charles Fitzroy, and Major Elphinstone.

On Wednesday the Queen, accompanied by Princess Lonisa, 
Prince Arthur, and Princess Beatrice, left the castle upon her return 
to Osborne, The suite in attendance consisted of Lady Waterpark, 
the Hon, Emily Cathcart, Lieutenant-General the Hon. C. Grey, 
Major-General Sir T. M. Biddulph, Lord Charles Fitzroy, Lieutenant- 
Colonel the Hon. D, De Ros, and Major Elphinstone.

THE OPENING OF PARLIAMENT BY THE QUEEN. 

The Queen opened the second Session of her seventh Parliament 
on Tuesday. The doors of the House of Lords were opened at twelve 
o'clock. ‘The railings in front of the throne had been removed, and 
the throne was covered with her Majesty's robe of state, The gallery 
on the right of the throne was filled with the ladies of the families 
of the Corps Diplomatique, At the end of the gallery on the left of 
the chamber sat a group of Indian Princes arrayed in gorgeous 
magnificence. Prince Teck, attired in the uniform of the 
Avetrian hussare, cecupied a seat immediately adjoining the body 
of the House. The Archbishops of Canterbury and York 
with the various Bishops, occupied the front row of the episcopal 
benches — the remaining bene being occupied by the foreiga 
Ambaseadors and Ministers, with their secretaries and attachés. 
The body of the House was almost filled with the peeresses, 
The peers, attired in their robes, having taken their 
feate, at half-past one the Earl of Derby arrived, wearing the 
golden collar of the Order of the Garter over his peer's 
robes, At the same time the Lord Chancellor entered, preceded 
by the puree and mace bearers, and took his seat upon the 
woolsack, the varions Judges having previously taken their 
reate. The Lord Chief Justice of England was unable, 
through indieposition, to be present. The Prince of Wales, the 
Duke of Edinburgh, and the Duke of Cambridge, attended by their 
reepective suites, arrived shortly before two, The Prince and the 
Duke of Edinburgh wore ordinary robes as Dukes over their uni- 
forms. The Prince of Wales ocenpied his own seat, the first on the 
Opposition benches on the left next the throne, The Duke of 
Edinburgh sat next below, and the Duke of Cambridge next, The 
ducal bench was well filled. The eleven new peers entitled to sit 
in the Honee did not take their oatha, nor, consequently, their 
seate, at the opening sitting.

The Queen wore a rich black silk dress, with a train trimmed with 
miniver and crape, and a Mary Queen of Scots cap, with a long vei 
of white crape lisse, the cap ornamented with large diamonds, and a 
small coronet of diamonds and sapphires. Her Majesty also wore a 
diamond necklace and cross (the latter containing a miniature of the 
Prince Consort), the Koh-i-noor as a brooch, and the ribbon and 
star of the Order of the Garter, and the Victoria and Albert Order. 

Princess Louisa wore a white satin dress and train trimmed with 
lace, and diamond ornaments. 

Princess Beatrice also wore a dress of white satin. 

Prince Arthur wore the uniform of a cadet of the Royal Military 
Acade my. 

The Royal pageant left the palace at a quarter before two o'clock 
escorted by a detachment of the Ist Life Guards. Lord Alfred Paget 
Clerk Marshal, was in attendance upon horseback, The line of route 
was kept by a detachment of the 2nd Life Guards, The band of the 
regiment, which was stationed opposite the Duke of Buccleuch’s 
residence at Whitehall, played the National Anthem as the 
Royal cortége passed. The Queen was greeted with enthusiastic 
expressions of loyalty by many thousands of spectators assembled 
along the line of route. The Queen arrived at Old Palace-yard at 
ten minutes past two. A guard of honour of the Coldstream Guards, 
with the Queen's colours, under the command of Colonel Lambton, 
was drawn up in front of the entrance to the House of Lords, the 
band p)aying the National Anthem, the guard presenting arms. 

The Queen alighted at the peers’ entrance, and was received by Lord 
Colville, officiating for Lord Willoughby de Eresby, the Lord Great 
Chamberlain, A Royal salute of twenty-one guns, fired from St. 
James's Park, announced the arrival of her Majesty. The Queen's

The Queen passed up the grand staircase and along the corridor to 
the door entering the House of Lords at the south end, adjacent to the 
throne. Her Majesty was preceded by the heralds in their tabards 
(who bowed as they passed the Prince of Wales); next came the 
chief officers of the Royal household, in their official robes, followed 
by the Earl of Derby, carrying the sword of state; the Duke of 
Richmond bearing the crown on a velvet cushion, and the Marquis 
of Winchester the cap of maintenance. The House rose as 
the Queen, with Princess Louisa, Prince Arthur, and Princess 
Beatrice, entered, and proceeded to the throne, followed by 
the Duchess of Wellington and Lord Colville of Culross. The 
Princesses stood on the left of her Majesty, and near the 
Princesses stood the Earl of Derby, Lord Oolville, and the 
Earl of Malmesbury, The Lord Chancellor stood at the right of 
the Queen, and behind his Lordship were Prince Arthur, the Dachess 
of Wellington, Lady Wat rk, the Marquis of Winchester, the 
Duke of Buckingham, and other great officers of state. 

When the n had taken her place upon the throne, the Lord 
Chancellor, — r Majest ‘command, directed the House to be seated, 
after which Deputy Usher of the Black Rod was dispatched to the 
Lower House to summon the “ faithful Commons,” who in a short time 
were preceded to the bar by the Speaker, the Serjeant-at-Arms, Sir 
Augustus Clifford, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, the President 
of the Board of Trade, and the First Commissioner of Works. 
When silence was restored, the Lord Chancellor, first bowing to 
her Majesty read the Queen's Speech, which is given on page 142. 
The Queen sat motionless during the reading of the Speech. At 
the conclusion there was a short pause, after which her Majesty 

aciously bowed, and the House rose. The Queen then descended 
rom the throne and kissed the Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Edinburgh. Her Majesty afterwards presented her hand to the 
Duke of Cambridge and Prince Teck, both of whom kissed the 
Queen's hand. Her Majesty again bowed to the House and then 
left with the same state ceremonial as_upon her entry, followed by 
the Prince of Wales and the Duke of Edinburgh. 

A Royal salute of twenty-one guns announced the departure of the 
Queen at three o'clock. e Royal procession returned to Bucking- 
ham Palace in the same order as before. Her Majesty was received 
at the palace by the Lord Chamberlain and the Vice-Chamberlain. 

The Queen, accompanied by Princess Louisa, Prince Arthur, and 
Princess Beatrice, left the palace upon her return to Windsor

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


A DRIPPING procession splashing through floods of liquid mud 
withont, dimness and vapour pervading within, the Honse of Lords— 
there was much, almost everything, to mar the stereotyped beauty 
of the ceremonial of the opening of Parliament by the Queen in 
on. Ifsuchascene as that which graced the gilded chambers at 
estminster could be sombre, it was so on this occasion—at least, 
®0 much so as to render ecstatic description an effort ; and there- 
fore we will turn at once to the business of the evening, and take 
up the House of Lords in its plainest aspect, at five o'clock. The 
sacrificial act of moving the Address in answer to the Speech from 
the Throne was allotted to a peer who has had one of the few 
benefits allotted to younger brothers of the aristocracy, that of 
having served a noviciate in the House of Commons, and he has 
even had the advantage of holding subordinate office. Besides this, 
Earl Beauchamp, when he was third son of the late Earl, 
and had not much prospect of passing away from the condition 
of Mr. Lygon, M.P., and a ible £1200 a year when his party was 
in peeves ad cut out for himself a peculiar position, which may be 
called the leadership of the Opposition after one o'clock in the 
morning ; for he constantly occupied the front seat on that side at 
that time, and amused himself by criticising details of small bills, 
and oftentimes used to tease Mr. Gladstone by opposing those penny 
or halfpenny readjustments of taxation which seemed more dear to 
him as Chancellor of the Exchequer than the reduction of three 
millions of imports. It may be conceived, therefore, that this noble 
Earl, in his transmigration to the Lords, has carried with him some 
of the modest assurance which characterised him during the time 
that he condeecended to represent a portion of the people. With 
this borne in mind, the outside world may in some degree compre- 
hend the “laughter” and “renewed laughter” which are appended 
in the reporta to the sentences in Lord Derby’s speech in 
which he praised Lord Beauchamp’s felicity in the discharge 
of the duty he had undertaken. Possibly the mirth thus indicated 
‘was roused by the recollection of the free-and-easy, not to say 
flippant, style of the mover of the Address, which all the depressing 
influences of the Upper House were insnfficient to drive away. 
a certain extent, there was conpensation in the laboriously-con- 
structed speech of Lord Delamere, the seconder, who probably 
thought it necessary, on what is practically his first public 
appearance (though a middle-aged peer) in the Parliamentary 
arena, to do all he could to remove any impression which 
might prevail that he was in any way like the hero of a 
sensation tale—in the London Journal, for instance—which 
might have arisen out of a contemplation of his most romantic 
name. His next best step towards that end might be to have 
himeelf created Viscount Pall-mall, or, better still, to resume 
the Parliamentary silence which he has recently broken. When 
Earl Russell spoke his first sentence, it was easy to perceive 
that he was in one of those white rages which are constitutional 
with him, and the sources of which age does not seem to have dried 
np in the least. Few men could, and it seems now that few men can, 
gay more bitter things drawled out with that flattening of words which 
Titus Oates affected and which Earl Russell has in negative perfec- 
tion, It was palpable that something had gone wrong, for he did 
not confine himself to a sentence here and there tipped with venom, 
but the whole speech was imbued with gall, and where he was for a 
short while not bitter he was querulous. It somehow, after a while, 
gleamed on his audience that, perhaps, he was making his valedictory 
address as acknowledged leader of the Liberal party ; that he had had 
notice to quit the hope of there being ever again a Russell Ministry, 
and that he was speaking an address akin to that of Cardinal Wolsey 
after his fall, but without its dignity, tone, or resignation ; in short, 
that he was, in his way, pronouncing “ Farewell, a long farewell 
to all my—well, it must be said, we supposee—greatness!” The situ- 
ation was too tempting for Lord Derby to resist, and he could not but 
chuckle and talk of the prospect of his being the hand likely to crown 
the edifice of Reform, instead of that of Earl Russell, the politically, 
or, rather, officially, defunct prophet of that principle. The Prime 
Minister looks old and somewhat worn, and one could not help won- 
dering how he was able to perform that acrobatic duty of standing 
bolt upright on the steps of the throne with the sword of state held 
erect for some half hour during the earlier ceremonial of the day, 
But the fire of his eye is little, if at all, diminished, and his brilliant 
qualities of retort and attack have by no means lefthim. He seemed 
to understand the pith of Earl Russell's jeremiad, and yet not t 
think it necessary to be pitiful, and he was not. Some secret 
understanding seemed to have been come to by which the debates 
in both Houses were to be confined to four speeches ; and, by the time 
Lord Derby had concluded, the Commons having performed strictly 
thei: part of the compact—if there was one—the Lords followed 
suit ; and the Session may be said not to have even burst from its 
bud on the first night. 

It may have been fancy, but the gentlemen who assembled some- 
what early on the floor of the House of Commons on Tuesday 
Beemed, g¢ oy, to wear an air of perplexity. The Liberals 
appeared to be reluctant to seat themselves on the Opposition side; 
or possibly their short tenure of the benches there last Session had 
not sufficed to make them familiar with them. At any rate, some 
of that party, in moments of abstraction, attempted to invade the 
territory behind the Ministerial bench, until warned off by the 
derisive cries of the Tory occupants and the sarcastic laughter of 
those who had settled themselves in places to the left of the 
——— The Liberals were, in the daytime, unblessed by the presence 
of any of the Opposition chiefs proper, Mr. Gladstone not 
making his appearance till the evening (when, by-the-by, the great 
body of those around him greeted him heartily); and not even Mr. 
Cardwell was there to give the House the semblance of a foremost 
man of the ex-officials. There, however, was Mr. Brand once more— 
erect, smiling, and locomotive, with his old drill-and-recruiting- 
Bergeant manner, in all respects the realisation of the ideal of a 
model “ whipper-in.” There was a light in his eye which betokened

House, If it be true that he was somewhat broken in spirit at the end 
of last Session, his appearance now indicates renewed confidence in 
himeelf and his party, and a prevision of his being again the proud 
herald of Liberal victories. There is no seeming lack of physical 
vigour in Colonel Taylour—now, by virtue of the principle of reward 
for labour, patronage Secretary to the Treasury—but he labours under 
the disadvantage of a weak voice and indistinct utterance; and thus 
it happened that, in his enunciation of the grand list of measures 
with which the Government is to witch the country and the House, 
there was lost an opportunity for some pardouable pomposity. If 
the notices had been read by an elocutionist, they would have been 
equivalent to half a debate on the general policy of Ministers ; but, 
as it was, Colonel Taylour might by eceptical persons have been taken 
to be uttering the programme in rather an ironical sense, and with 
an implication that he rather believed than not that he was 
for this occasion enacting the extempore part of a Minister 
for “gag.” Even the Speregation of private-member notices 
did not come near the Ministerial list in length ; though most 
of the old amateur legislators were ready with their pro- 
jects. By-and-by Mr. Bright prowled up the floor, looking stern 
and << fiant— pessibly expecting to meet Mr. Danby Seymour or Mr. 
Bereeford-Hope ; and it may be sighting Mr. Garth, who had just 
before taken bis seat. There was in Mr. Disraeli all that day and 
evening a wondrous alacrity and cheerfulness. No sitting absorbed, 
with head on breast; but he was all mobility and civility, scattering 
nods and becks, and almost, but not quite, wreathed smiles in all 
directions around him. Then there was Mr. Gladstone, looking calm 
and compoeed, but slightly severe,as becomes a leader in partibus— 
that is in Opposition—who has nothing solid to give away ; and who, 
therefore, does not think it polite to mock his followers with too 
much empty courtesy. Anon, when the speaking began, he stretched 
himeelf out in a favourite attitude of his which suggested a re- 
collection of Landseer’s lions in Trafalgar-square ; for though he 
wae in a poeture of repose, with his eyes half closed, it was one of 
rea] watchfulneses and readiness to spring up into action. 

In due time the House was full, but not crowded to any excess; 
and ar audience fit and sufficing, inclined to listen to what the most 
juvenile—literally—of its members had to say in answer to the 
Queen's Specch. The Hon, Thomas De Grey is, on the whole, a 
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favourable specimen of the peers’ eldest-son class, He is person- 
able, easy in manner, quite self-possessed, fluent, and has a good 
voice ; while his powers of constructiveness were well represented 
in the composition of the earlier part of his speech. His “ throw- 
off” was quite successful; but presently he fell into the error of 
trying to show that he was a political thinker beyond his years, and 
thus his attempt at a minute dissection of the Royal Speech was a 
comparative failure. The House has not yet adopted the notion 
of that Young Englandism which has grown old with Mr. Disraeli 
and Lord John Manners, two of its original professors, that the 
“country is to be saved”—or, what is the same thing, governed— 
“by its youth!” So, Mr. De Grey may be said, in Bunyanian phrase, 
to have gone on his way and been no more thought of; and 
Mr. Graves, the commercial and mercantile representative of Liver- 
pool, appeared in his stead, This hon. member, though only a pro- 
duct of the last general election, spoke several times last Session, 
and always got that hearing which the House accords to 
members who are supposed to be talking of what they understand, 
and are not the less favoured because by the generality of their 
co-legislators they are not understood. This being premised, Mr. 
Graves may be supposed to be a solemn, somewhat sombre, slightly 


statistical speaker, whose talk smacks of percentage, and who | 


is deeply emphatic when he compares the imports and exports 
of one year with another. Then he looks as if he expects 
a burst of cheering as spontaneous as_ that which follows a 
Gladstonian peroration or an epigram from Disraeli. Speaking some- 
what apoplectically from the depths of the stiff-embroidered collar 
of a Deputy-Lieutenant’s uniform coat, his voice was rather gurgling, 
and his words moved slow ; but his respectability is so palpable, and 
his position on Change at Liverpool so unimpeachable, that he wa;

dubiousness of phrase, a very able speech. Long before Mr. Graves 
had reached his mid-speech Mr. Gladstone arose from his hard pillow

has been in Parliament has he made a speech so compounded of all 
the best qualities which should characterise the utterances of a 
leader of a party. Courteous and candid, yet decided, towards the 
Ministry, he laid down the policy of the Opposition, so far as he was 
concerned, in a spirit which must have been satisfactory to such of 
his party as are slightly in a state of puzzledom, while it evidently

that but for the interposition of the table between them he would 
have embraced Mr. Gladstone bodily, as he assuredly did meta- 
physically, the temptation tocall him, with emphasis, “his right. 
hon. friend,” being apparently only just resisted. His statement 
that as early as Monday he would unveil his great mystery of Par- 
liamentary Reform was accepted so unhesitatingly that there was 
nothing left but for the House to rise en masse, and conclude the first 
night’s sitting at the unripe hour of a quarter to seven. 





IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


HOUSE OF LORDS.—TvEsDAY. 


The cecond Session of the seventh Parliament of the reign of Queen Victoria 
and the nineteenth of the United Kingdom was opened by her Majesty in 
person, with due ceremony, a description of which is given in the Court 
news. ‘The Queen's Speech, which will be found on page 142, was read by the 
Lord Chancellor, Immediately after the Speech had been delivered the 
House adjourned. 

The House sesumed at five o'clock. At that hour a considerable number of 
peers were present. Shortly after five the Earl of Derby entered. He was 
almost immediately followed by several of his colleagues ; while on the front 
Opposition bench Earl Russell, the Duke of Somerset, the Duke of Argyll, 
Earl De Grey and Ripon, the Earl of Dalhousie, Lord Halifax, and Lord 
Stanley of Alderley were conspicuous. 

The Prince of Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh, and the Duke of Cambridge 
occupied seats on the cross benches, 

The Princess of Wales occupied a seat in one of the galleries. 

The Earl of Longford laid on the table the report of the Royal Commission 
upon army recruiting. 

Viscount Monck took the oaths and his seat, and subscribed the roll on 
being created a British peer. Viscount Boyne took the oaths and his seat, 
and subscribed the roll on being called to the Upper House by the title of 
Baron Brancepeth. 

THE ADDRESS IN ANSWER TO THE ROYAL SPRECH. 
Earl Beanchamp moved the Address. He congratuiated the House on the 
seful aspect of affairs abroad and on the better state of Ireland. Fenianism, 
believed, was confined to a few. He hoped that Parliamentary Reform 
would be dealt with in the spirit in which it was mentioned in the Royal 
speech, and he believed that if a satisfactory settlement of the question could 
be arrived at the Constitution would thereby be strengthened. 

Lord Delamere, in seconding it, dwelt principally on the paragraph relating 
to masters and workmen, and said he hoped the Commission to be appointed 
would result in the establishment of a system which would lead to the avoid- 
ance of strikes. With regard to the question of Reform, he thonght the 
present a favourable time for considering it; but he warned the House that 
the country would not have a hasty, ill-considered measure, but required one 
that would settle the question for a considerable time. 

Earl Russell said no one could complain either of the brevity of the speech or 
of the variety of topics contained in it. The question of the late war in Europe 
was adverted to, and a hope was expressed that the termination of the war 
might lead to the establishment of a durable peace. In the speech deliveréd at 
the close of last Session, her Majesty declared that she had not been an indifferent 
spectator of the war, but that she had not thought it expedient to take part 
in it, as neither the honour of the Crown nor the interest of the British 
people was mixed up init. He entirely concurred in that view, but he was 
afraid the spirit of aggression which of late years had animated some of the 
European Powers, and especially Prussia, might lead to fature calamity. 
Referring to the question of Reform, he said he trusted that a bill would be 
introduced into the other House without unnecessary delay, and that 
it would be of such a character as to enable the House to consider 
it with a real desire to settle the question. In consequence of the intro- 
duction into the bill of 1832 of the Chandos clause, which gave votes to the 
most dependen’ classthat could be conceived, the question of Reform had been 
since continually a subjectof debate. He defended the bill of last Session, 
which, he said, was defeated by those who combined against it for factious 
purposes. Lf the bill promised by the Government were a good bill he should 
give it his support, but if it were a bad or a delusive measure he should oppose 
it. He cautioned the Government not to attempt by a trick to deprive the 
artisans of the fair right they have to a share in the representation, or to give 
them less than they were enti to. Most public meetings had declared for 
household suffrage, but Parliament was not likely to go sofar. If they passed 
an unfair bill the people would say it was necessary te have a new Govern- 
ment, a new House of Commons, and a new bill. 

The Earl of Derby said he would relieve the noble Harl’s anxiety as to 
any attempt to delay the question of Reform by announcing that at the 
earliest possible day—probably M next—it was the intention of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer to lay on table of the other House the pro- 
posals of the Government. At the same time he wished to impress upon the 
noble Earl that there was no hope of a satisf: settlement of the question 

just manifested by him. If 
though not 


making it a question of party or political strife. They must be prepared to 
give and take and to meet each other's views; for he was convinced that 
there was no Government in the country which could at the present time, of 
iteelf, carry a Reform bill.

Among numerous Government notices of motion were the following :—On 
Friday next Sir Stafford Northcote would introduce bills with respect to 
insolvent railways and to abolish local dues on shipping ; on the same day 
Mr. Walpole would bring in a bill to facilitate an inquiry, by Royal Com- 
mission, into the association of masters and workmen ; on the 14th inst. Lord 
Naas would introduce a bill to promote the improvement of land by occupy- 
ing tenants in Ireland, also to facilitate the granting of leases by limited 
holders; on the 15th inst. Mr. Walpolo would bring in a bill to extend the 
Factory Acts and to regulate the hours of labour of women and children in 
workshops and other places; and on the 28th inst. the Attorney-General 
would propose & measure to improve the laws relating to bankruptcy and 
insolvency. 

Several private members also gave notice of their intention to broach 
particular topics: notably, Mr. Seely on the national dockyards; Mr. 
Hardcastle on church rates; Mr. Read on the malt tax ; and Mr. Watkin oa 
the limited liability princi ple. 

THE ADDRESS IN REVLY TO THE QUEEN'S SPEECH, 

The Speaker having read her Majesty's Speech, 

Mr. I. De Grey moved the Address, which was of the usual character, and 
stated his opinion that the Government were entitled to great praise for the 
measures which they had promised to bring forward. He particularly 
approved of the intention to endeavour to promote the greater efficiency of 
the Army and Navy by the employment of the newest and best weapens of 
warfare that could be obtained. Adverting to Reform, he expressed a hope 
that it would be found possible to extend the franchise without endangering 
the Constitution or destroying the fair representation of all classes. No 
measure on the subject could ever be carried without the union of all parties ; 
and the Government, he thought, would do well to refrain from introducing 
one unless they were assured of general co-operation and support. 

Mr. Graves, in sconding the motion, also eulogised the Government for 
having determined to take up the topic of international law. With respect te 
Reform, he was in total ignorance of the intentions of the Government, but 
he was persuaded that any measure which they brought in would be framed 
in no narrow or party spirit, Speaking for himself and without consultati on 
with anyone, he felt, on reviewing the history of the whole question, that no 
measure could be passed unless it were taken out of the category of party 
polities, and approached by all with an earnest desire to pass a fair, states- 
manlike, and permanent bill. 

Mr. Gladstone (who, it may be remarked, was received with general cheer- 
ing) rose to support the Address, since the subjects mentionei in the Rozal 
Speech were of such a character that it was not desirable to depart from the 
rule observed for many years, and give to all of them that fair and candid 
consideration which they so eminently deserved. There was, first, the im- 
portant question of the confederation of the North American provinces, aad 
he was glad to understand that the Government were of opinion that the 
time had arrived for something to be done in that direction. He wished also 
to say that, with respect to the important negotiations with the United 
States, he and those he represented were prepared to consider the steps taken 
by the Government in no narrow spirit of exacting conformity to those of the 
late Government; and, so long as their course was consistent with the 
honour and welfare of the country, it would, he was sure, be fully 
supported by the House. He trusted the Government woald lay be- 
fore them eome information of the causes which led to the Cretan insur- 
rection and show how far the Porte was responsible. ‘Touching the measures 
which were to be brought forward by the Cabinet, he promised them every 
assistance in establishing an army reserve. The inquiry into trade societies 
would be a delicate one, since on this topic exaggerated statements had 
alarmed the public mind and created the idea that the recent outrages were 
worse than those which formerly took place, and that they threatened the 
industrial welfare of the country. However this might be, it was mo reason 
why Parliament should not direct its attention to the subject ; and be hoped 
that in whatever was done respect would be had to the right of 
everyone to sell his individual commodity without let or hindrance 
so long as the rights of others were respected He adverted 
to the absence of any allusion to electoral corruption, and pre- 
sumed therefrom that the reports of the Commissioners were not ready. It 
was, however, he reminded them, now a question of national honour that 
the subject should be earnestly dealt with. The language of the Speeck 
with respect to the all-absorbing topic of the day was somewhat enigmatic. 
It contained nothing, however, that could be objected to, but he reserved the 
fullest latitude in considering whatever measure the Government might 
submit to the House and the country, merely observing that the qusstien 
ought to be speedily settled ; and, although they might be less sanguine thaa 
the friends of the Government, they ought to accept any measure which 
promised a satisfactory settlement of the matter, and to do nothing which 
might impede or embarrass the Government with respect to it. He 
insisted most emphatically that this question stopped the way of all 
legislation, and embittered every attempt to deal with other things which 
were growing every day as they affected the welfareof the empire. Without 
any wish to force premature explanations he construed the paragraph about 
Reform to mean that the Ministry, like themselves and the generality of the 
House, were sensible of the necessity of dealing promptly with it, and that 
on the earliest possible day they would be prepared w propose, on their 
responsibility, some measure which they might think most eifectual for the 
speedy attainment of the main object. He hoped there was nothing un- 
reasonable in that hope ; and if it was a right expectation he and his friends 
would rest quietly until the time arrived to remove a topic out of the way 
which had become a standing disgrace to the institutions of the country. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer (who on rising was much cheered) 
expresred his gratification at the announcement that there was to be no 
amendment on the Addre«s, for it was always desirable that there should be 
no difference of opinion when they had to address the Throne. He praised 
the speeches of the mover and seconder of the Address, and stated that the 
papers with respect to the Cretan insurrection would contain full informa- 
tion on the subject. On the first working day of the Session— Monday next — 
the Government intended to state the course they proposed to take with 
respect to Reform, They were well aware that the measures which they pre- 
posed to submit to the House would require much patient consideration and 
labour at its hands ; but reaction was the order of natare, and, as previous 
Sessions had been of a very unprofitable and barren nature, he trusted that 
the present would, in its results, be more honourably distinguished from 
them. 

The Address was then agreed to.

Lord St. Leonards said the time had come when some alteration was needed 
in the present state of the law regarding masters and workmen, Bills were 
introduced last Session, but too late to be passed, and the law was still left 
anomalous.

It was a matter for the public convenience 
and public safety that the railways should be in the hands of companies who 
had sufficient funde not only to carry them on in a proper way, but to keep 
them in proper order and provide such facilities as the public had a right to 
expect, When they found railway companies were in a position of insolvency 
they had a right to say that those compantes should be called upon to give up 
the task into the hands of those who were able to accomplish it more pro- 
perly. He did not mean that a railway company should necessarily sell the 
railway to some stranger or third party. It might be accompli hod by & re- 
arran mt of the officersor the company itself. The only point he con- 
tend for was, that it was their duty on secing that a railway 
company could not settle its own affairs to make some provision 
for placing ite affairs in the hands of those who could. He 
had gone as far as that, and here he found he was met by a difficulty in the 
state of the law, because as the law at present stood it was not possible to 
compel a railway to put its affairs into the hands of others or to wind up, like 
other companies, flways were ete exempte! from this by-law. 
Although it was com t for railways to do so—to wind up—atill the 
winding up mnat be & very imperfect character, bocanse there was no 
power which had authority to sell railways. For thas purpose it was pneces- 
sary that a railway company should come to Parliament. He then proceeded 
to consider in what way they were to deal with companies so unfortunately 
bronght into that position. The first suggestion might be to enabie creditors 
to bring railway companies into the Court of Chancery ; but he did not think 
the Court of Chancery would be competent to dispose of railways. 
A court of law could not make provisions for the toourity of the pavlic.

He did not think 
the debenture-holders had a right to prevent a railway from being taken over 
if desired. Debenture-holders were confessedly a people not qualified to take 
charge of commercial transactions. Generally speaking, they were not persons 
who wished to take an active part in such affairs, but persons who wished to 
lay out their money on good security. Two proposals had been made; one was 
that the Government should come forward and take the debentures themselves, 
pay off the debenture-holders, and become creditors in their place. Such a 
echeme he thought could not be adopted. Another plan was that the Govern- 
ment should constitute itself into a great financial company and advance 
money at a low percentage. In all such proposals he thought the Government 
could not concur. Therefore he set aside the idea of the Government taking 
up the debentures. Well, then there was another proposal of alarger nature — 
viz., that the Government should not only take the debenture debt, but the 
railways themeelves. In regard to the taking of the railways, they would run 
a chance of making them pay ; but that subject was under the consideration 
of the Royal Commiesion, and, if they recommended this course, it would 
require the deepest consideration, Setting aside this proposal, he asked in 
what way they were to deal with the matter. After all he had said members 
might say, “ Well, you propose to goon as before by private bills to meet 
individual cases,”” This was not what the Government intended. Having 
pointed out the objections to proceeding by private bill legislation, the 
greatness of the expense, the number of different counties that might have to 
deal with the same subject overruling the other, Sir Stafford said the pro- 
posal of Government was that the Board of Trade should take charge of the 
bills. When a railway got into difficulties and ite operations were suspended, 
it was provided that two or three members should send a petition to the 
Board of Trade. Time would then be allowed for objections; and afterwards 
inspectors, appointed for the purpose, would examine the railway, call wit- 
nesses, and prepare a scheme, for which the Board of Trade would 
be responsible, which scheme would be brought into Parliament in 
the shape of a bill. If this bill both Houses simultaneously, 
it would be referred to a joint Committee of both Honses and the Com- 
mittee would have the power of dealing with the bill the same 
as an ordinary Committee. In that way, it was hoped, means would be pro- 
vided for each special case on its own merits ; the merite being decided on by 
inspectors, in the first place, who would not be hampered by rules of evidence. 
What was essential was that there should be only one Parliamentary inquiry, 
s0 as to keep down the expense, and he considered that this would be 
sufficient, seeing that previously there would be an investigation outside. 
He had endeavoured briefly to sketch the provisions of the bill; it was 
quite ready, and would be in the bands of members in a few days; and he 
hoped that, on a day not far distant, they would have an opportunity of dis- 
cussing ite principles. He trusted it would have the effect of relieving 
companies unable to meet their engagements, and he was inclined to think, 
if they adopted such a scheme as he had sketched, it would encourage share- 
holders to take an interest in their affairs, and prevent companies from 
getting into euch a state as some companies were at present. At least such 
was the scheme which the Government had decided on. 

Mr. Watkin remarked that the right hon. gentleman had not informed the 
House of the cause of the great distress of last year. In his opinion it arose 
aay ae from the failure of so many Joint-stock Companies. Parliament, 

¢ thought, had created much of the misery that followed, inasmuch as it 
gave facilities to companies to raise capital for objects which it should not | 
bave sanctioned. The Legislature could not certainly prevent persons invest- 
ing their money as they pleased, but it ought not to give them facilities 
for rushing into ruinous enterprises. The proposal for interfering in the | 
management of companies was a departure from the usual course of allowing | 
people to manage their own affairs,and he ventured to say that the worst | 
managed companies would be better conducted in the hands of the proprietors | 
than in those of the Board of Trade.

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OXFORD LOCAL EXAMINATIONS. 

THE Oxford local examinations for the year 1367 will 
begin on Tuesday, June 11, at the following centres— 
namely, Leeds, Liverpool, Manchester, Windermere 
Nottingham, Oxford, London, Bath, Birmingham, 
Brighton, Exeter, Faversham, Gloucester, Lincoln, 
Northampton, Southampton, Taunton, Truro, West 
Buckland, and such other places as the delegates may 
appoint. Candidates’ names must be sent in not later 
than April 27. Every junior candidate is required to pay 
a fee of 20s., and every senior candidate of 50s. 

The delegates give notace that the junior candidates 
will be required to pass the preliminary examination, 
which includec reading, writing from dictation, the 
analysis and parsing of a passage from Wordsworth’s 
“ Excursion,” writing a short English composition ; in 
arithmetic, to the single rule of three; in geography ; $ 
and in the outlines of English history, including the suc- 
cession of Sovereigns, the chief events, and some account 
of the leading men in each reign. 

In addition to the preliminary examination, every 
junior candidate will be required to satisfy the examiners 
in two at least of the following eight subjects— ey 
the rudiments of faith and religion, Latin, Greek, French 
German, mathematics, mechanics, and chemistry. 

The examination in the rudiments of faith and 
religion will include questions in the first book of 
Samuel, in the Gospel of St. Luke, and in the Prayer- 

ik. 


The examination in Latin will include the translation 
into oT of passages from Cornelius Nepos, from 
Virgil, and from some other Latin author ; and a passage 
of lish with Latin words supplied, ‘for translation 
into Latin. sw be given from 
Xenophon (Cyropeedia, Homer 
(Odyssey, I.), and some other Greek author, for trans- 
lation into English. In French, a p will be given 
for translation into English from Guizot's “ Edouard III. 
et les Bourgeois de Calais,” and a e from a French 
newspaper, for translation into E nglish. In the German 
section, a a be given from Andersen's “‘ Bilder- 
buch ohne Bi “and a passage from a German news- 
paper for translation into English. 

Ko candidate will pass in mathematics who does not 
show 'a fair knowledge of the first and second books of 
Euclid, of arithmetic, and of algebra to simple equations, 
inclusive. Questions will also be set in the third, fourth, 
and sixth books of Euclid, in quadratic equations, pro- 
gressions, and proportion, plane trigonometry, not beyond 
the solution of triangles. 

The questions in mechanics and chemistry will be 
chiefly of an tary character. 

The ceni — 4 for the title of Associate in Arts 
must pass the lim: examination in the rudiments 
of faith and ion, in one of the sections. The 
religious examination will include questions in the book 
of Joshua, Judges, and Ruth, St. Mark, and the Acts, as 
well as in the Catechism, the Morning and Evening 
Services, and the Litany, and the outlines of the history 
of the Prayer-book. Some of the questions will relate 
to the Greek text of the New Testament. 

The examination in the optional subjects will be as 
follows :— 

Section A (English) will include questions in English 
history, from the Restoration to the accession of George 
Ill., and the outlines of English literature during the 
same period ; in Shakspeare’s ‘‘ Merchant of Venice,” and 
the lives of Addison, Prior, and Gay ; in political economy 
and English law; and in physical, political, and com- 
mercial geogra 

Section B a will comprise Latin, Greek, 
French, and German. 

Section C (Mathematics) will include pure mathe- 
matics to algebraical geometry, in mechanics and hydro- 
statics, and no candidate will pase in this subject who 
does not show a fair knowledge of the four books of 
Euclid and of algebra. 

Section D (Physics) comprises an examination in 
electricity, physiology, geology, and mineralogy. 

junior and senior candidates may offer themselves 
for examination in drawing and music. 

The religious examination, which had been the subject 
of so much discussion both in and out of the University, 
may now be considered as finally settled, at all events 
for some years to come. Before last year a knowledge 
of the rudiments of faith and religion had given a can- 
didate a higher place in the division lists if he passed, 
but had done nothing to save him from rejection if he 
failed in other subjects. The change now made in the 
regulations, and acted upon last year for the first time, 
enables this subject to be counted towards obtaining a 
certificate. The examination is divided into two portions— 
first, Holy Scripture, and, secondly, the Prayer-book. 
The delegates gave notice that * no candidate will pass in 
the rudiments of faith and religion who does not satisfy 
the examiners in each of the two portions of the section. 
Every candidate will be examined in both portions, unless 
his parents or guardians object on conscientious grounds 
(consciente causa); and every one so examined must show 
at least some knowledge of each portion, even if he fail 
to show so much as will satisfy the examiners; other- 
wise he cannot obtain a certificate, whatever be the value 
of his work in other subjects. Candidates on whose 
behalf the section is declined may pasa in Holy Scripture 
enly, by showing a satisfactory knowledge of the first 
portions of the section, and may count it as one of their 
two required subjects.” The delegates, in their last 
annual report, remark that “ it is satisfactory to find that 
in dealing with a matter in which they had so many 
difficulties to encounter, the arrangement which they 
have made bas, so far, worked tolerably well.”

THE arrangements for “a more intimate union 
of the provinces of Canada, Nova Scotia, and 
New Brunswick,” mentioned in her Majesty's 
Speech from the Throne, have been chielly 
brought about, during the last two years, by the 
statesmanship of Lord Monck, the Governor- 
General of British North America, whose 
Portrait is here given. The Right Hon. Charles 
Stanley Monck, fourth Viscount of that title in 
the Irish Peerage, and Baron Monck in the 
Peerage of the United Kingdom, is descended, 
in the younger line, from General George 
Monck, who restored King Charles II., and who 
afterwards became Duke of Albemarle. But 
these Moncks, or Monks, trace their origin to a 
very old Norman family in North Devon, 
named Le Moyne, Lord Monck, the fourth 

r, was born, in 1819, at Templemore, 
in the county of Tipperary; he was edu- 
cated at Trinity College, Dublin, and called 
to the Bar in Ireland. e succeeded his father, 
however, in 1849, as an Irish Viscount, and, after 
being defeated in a contested election for the 
county of Wicklow, was returned to the House 
of Commons for the borough of Portsmouth in 
July, 1852. For some time he held the appoint- 
ment of one of the Irish Charity Commissioners, 
In October, 1861, he was intrusted by Lord 
Palmerston with the government of our American 
colonies. 

It was acritical period in Canadian affairs, not 
only from the dissensions of political parties in 
the Legislative Assembly, which made it difficult 
for any Ministry to stand its ground, but from 
the apprehensions of a war with the United 
States on account of the seizure of Messrs. 
Mason and Slidell on board the British West 
India steamer Trent. It will not be forgotten 
that large reinforcements of British troops were 
sent to the defence of Canada, and other pre- 
parations were made during the continuance of 
the American Civil War, in which the Governor- 
General displayed much energy and zeal, The 
arrangements for the choice of the future metro- 
polis of Canada and the removal of the seat of 
government from Quebec to Ottawa belong also 
to his administration. But these transactions 
are far surpassed in importance by the nd 
scheme of a confederation or union of the 
British North American provinces, which now 
seems about to be accomplished, with the 
sanction of the Imperial Parliament, 

Lord Monck, who is at present in England, 
was, on Wednesday week, entertained at a 

ublic dinner given by the Mayor of Portsmouth, 
itr. E. Emanuel, in his honour as the former 
representative of that town in the House of 
Commons. The company assembled in the 
King’s Rooms, Portsea, which had been taste- 
fully decorated for the occasion. Amongst them 
were Viscount Bury, M.P.; the on. W. 
M‘Douw Secret. for the Province of 
Canada; the Hon. J. E. Cartier, the Hon. W. 


Howland, the Hon. H. Langevin, the Hon, Mr. Ryan, the Hon, Mr. 
Rose, and other members of the Canadian Legislature; Mr. Bonham 
Carter, M.P,; Admiral Sir T. Pasley, and many officers of the Army

His Excellency, in returning thanks, said that, 
by the kindness of his former constituents 
in that town, he was once sent to graduate 
in that great school of political om, the 
British House of Commons; and it was 
there he had learnt those principles 
of free government, the application of 
which to Canada had been attended 
with so much success. If he were asked to name 

ose principles in which all parties are 
agreed, he would say that in domestic affairs 
they include complete personal, political, and 
commercial liberty; in foreign affairs, non- 
intervention in the domestic concerns of other 
States, or in their foreign concerns, unless the 
interests of England are absolutely and directly 
engaged ; and, in colonial matters, the conces- 
sion to our colonies of the most complete right of 
managing their own affairs. He went on to 
show the practical advantage of carrying out 
these principles, as exemplified by the events of 
the last ten years. Mr. M‘Dougall, who spoke 
next, bore testimony to the satisfactory manner 
in which Lord Monck had discharged his duties, 
as the representative of her Majesty in the con- 
stitutional government of Canada. He ex- 

ressed a hope that the colonists would secure 
is services for another term, as the Governor of 
United British America. 

The Portrait is from a photograph by Mr. 
W. Notman, of Montreal, published in the 
series of “Portraits of British Americans,” 
with biographical memoirs, edited by Mr, 
Fennings Taylor, Clerk Assistant to the 
Legislative Council, at Quebec. In the brief 
narrative of Lord Monck’s five years’ reign in 
Canada, which accompanies this Portrait, he is 
especially commended for his behaviour in the 
Ministerial crisis of June, 1864, when Sir Etienne 
Taché and his colleagues, who had succeeded 
to power on the downfall of the Sandfield- 
Macdonald-Dorion Cabinet in the February 
before, found themselves in a Parliamentary 
minority, and proposed a dissolution. His 
Excellency on that occasion took the unusual 
course of addressing a memorandum to the 
members of the Executive Council, pointing out 
how one Government after another had been 
prevented from carrying on the public 
business through the personal antagonism 
of gentlemen who were kept apart by 
no serious difference of opinion on political 
questions; and how the same House of Assembly, 
returned by the general election of 1861, had 

assed successive votes of want of confidence in 

inisters belonging respectively to each of the 
two parties into which the House was divided. 
He urged that this state of things was likely to 
be very prejudical to the interests of the pro- 
vince; he thought it doubtful whether a new 
general election would materially alter the case ; 
and he once more frankly appealed to the 
patriotism of gentlemen on both sides to see if 
they could not unite in the formation of a strong 
and useful Government, It is gratifying to be 


able to say that this advice was taken in good part by the Canadian 
politicians, and the affairs of Canada are now in a much more 
satisfactory position, 
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THE QUEEN’S SPEECH, 
My Lorps aNnp GENTLEMEN,— 

In again recurring to your advice and assistance, [am happy to 
inform you that wy relations with foreign Powers are on a friendly 
and satisfactory footing. 

I hope that the termination of the war in which Prussia, Austria, 
and Italy have been engaged may lead to the establishment of a 
durable peace in Europe. 

I have suggested to the Government of the United States a mode 
by which questions pending between the two countries, arising out 
ot the civil war, may receive an amicable solution, and which if met, 
as I trust it will be, in a corresponding spirit, will remove all grounds 
of possible misunderstanding, aud promote relations of cordial 
friendship. 

The war between Spain and the Republics of Chili and Peru still 
continues, the good offices of my Government, in conjunction with 
that of the Emperor of the French, having failed to effect a recon- 
cilition, If either by agreement between the parties themselves, or 
by the mediation of any other friendly Power, peace shall be re- 
stored, the object which I have had in view will be 77 attained. 

Discontent prevailing in some provinces of the Turkish empire 
has broken out in actual insurrectionin Crete. In common with my 
allies, the Emperor of the French and the Emperor of Russia, I have 
abstained from any active interference in these internal disturbances, 
but our joint efforts have been directed to bringing about improved 
relations between the Porte and its Christian subjects, not inconsistent 
with the Sovereign rights of the Sultan. 

The protracted negotiations which arose out of the acceptance, by 
Prince Charles of Hohenzollern, of the government of the Danubian 
Principalities have been happily terminated by an arrangement to 
which the Porte has given ite ready adhesion, and which has been 
sanctioned by the concurrence of all the Powers, signitaries of the 
Treaty of 1806, 

Resolutions in favour of a more intimate union of the provinces of 
Canada, Nova Scotia, and New Brunswick, have been passed by their 
several Legislatures ; and delegates duly authorised and representing 
all classes of colonial party and opinion have concurred in the con- 
ditions upon which such a union may be best effected. In accord- 
ance with their wishes, a bill will be submitted to you which, by the 
consolidation of colonial interest and resources, wil give strength to 
the several provinces as members of the same empire and animated 
by feelings of loyalty to the same Sovereign. 

I have heard with deep sorrow that the calamity of famine has 
pressed heavily on my subjects in some parts of India. Instructions 
were issued to my Government in that country to make the utmost 
exertions to mitigate the distress which prevailed during the autumn 
of last year. The blessing of an abundant harvest has since that 
time materially improved the condition of the suffering districts, 

The persevering efforts and unscrupulous assertions of treasonable 





conspirators abroad have, during the last autumn, excited the hopes 
of some disaffected persons in Ireland and the apprelensions of the 
loyal population ; but the firm yet temperate exercise of the powers 
intrusted to the Executive, and the hostility manifested against the 
conspiracy by men of all classes and creeds, have greatly tended to 
restore public confidence, and have rendered hopeless any attempt 
to disturb the general tranquillity. I trast that you may conse- 


quently be enabled to dispense with the continuance of any 
exceptional legislation for that part of my dominions. 

I acknowledge with deep thankfulness to Almighty God the great 
lecrease which has taken plaee in the cholera, and in the pestilence 
which has attacked our cattle; but the continued prevalence of the 
latter in some foreign countries, and its occasional reappearance in 
this, will still render necessary some special measures of precaution ; 
and I trust that the visitation of the former will lead to increased 
sttention to those sanitary measures which experience has shown to 
be the best preventive. 

Estimating as of the highest importance an adequate supply of 
yure 
si yn to inquire into the best means of permanently securing such a 
supply for the metropolis, and for the principal towns in densely- 
peopled districts of the kingdom. 

GENTLEMEN OF THE Hovse or ComMoNs,— 

I have directed the Estimates for the ensuing year to be laid 
before you. They have been prepared with a due regard to economy 
and to the requirements of the public service. 

You will, I am assured, give your ready assent to a moderate 
expenditure calculated to improve the condition of my soldiers and 
to lay the foundation of an efficient army of reserve. 


My Lorps AND GENTLEMEN,— 


Your attention will again be called to the representation of the 
peoplein Parliament ; and I trust that your deliberations, conducted 
in a spirit of moderation and mutual forbearance, may lead to the 
adoption of measures which, without undaly disturbing the balance 
of political power, shall freely extend the elective franchise. 

The frequent occurrence of disagreements between employers of 
labour and their workmen, causing much private suffering and 
public loss, and occasionally leading, as is alleged, to acts of outrage 
and violence, has induced me to issue a Commission to inquire into 
and report upon the organisation of trades’ unions and other asso- 
ciations, whether of workmen or employers, with power to suggest 
any improvement of the law for their mutual benefit. Application 
will be made to you for Parliamentary powers, which will be 
necessary to make this inquiry effective. 

I have directed bills to be laid before you for the extension of the 
beneficial provisions of the Factory Acts to other trades specially 
reported on by the Royal Commission on the Employment of 
Children; and for the better regulation, according to the principle 
of those Acte, of workshops where women and children are largely 
employed. 

The condition of the mercantile marine has attracted my serious 
attention. Complaints are made that the supply of seamen is 
deficient, and the provisions for their health and discipline on board 
ship are imperfect. Measures will ve submitted to you with a view 
to increase the efficie of this important service. 

I have observed with satisfaction the relaxations recently intro- 
duced into the navigation laws of France. I have ex to the 
Emperor of the French my readiness to submit to Parliament a 
proposal for the extinction, on equitable terms, of the exemptions 
from local charges on shipping. which are still enjoyed by a limited 
number of individuals in British ports; and his ; Majesty 
has, in anticipation of this step, diready admitted British ships to 
the advantage of the new law. A bill upon this subject will forth- 
with be laid before you. 

A bill will also be submitted to you for making better provision 
for the arrangement of the affairs of railway companies which are 
unable to meet their engagements, 

Measures will be submitted to you for improving the management 
of sick and other poor in the m and for a redistribution of 
some of the charges for relief therein. 

Your attention will alse be called to the amendment of the law of 


The relations between landlord and tenant in Ireland have

THE CABINET MINISTERS. 

Tue Cabinet is a council of Government consisting of the principal 
members of the Administration, but not less than ten or more than 
fifteen or sixteen, with the First Lord of the Treasury, or Prime 
Minister, at their head. This institution, which dates from the 
reign of Charles IL., though it is not expressly recognised by Con- 
stitutional law and has never been referred to in the statutes of the 
realm, is the very keystone of the whole political structure. It 
exerciazes, for the time being, on behalf of the Sovereign, the entire 
authority of the Crown, and is responsible for all the acts of every 
subordinate official. It is, at the same time, a committee of manage- 
ment for the interests of that party which has‘the majority in Parlia- 
ment, or which happens, by any other means, to hold the government 
of the country. All measures of importance are discussed and de- 
cided upon, it is understood, in the secret deliberations of the Cabinet, 
at the instance of the particular Ministers to whose department 
they belong. No minutes or records are kept of its meetings, which 
usually take place at the official residence either of the Prime 
Minister or of one of the Secretaries of State. Even the other 
members of the Administration, which numbers altogether a list of 
fifty or sixty public functionaries, with the great officers of the 
Royal household, are not allowed to know what is done in the 
Cabinet Councils, though they are supposed to agree with its 
resolutions so long as they choose to stay in office. The present 
Government, formed by the Earl of Derby in the first week of last 
July, has fifteen Ministers in the Cabinet, whose Portraits are 
engraved in this Journal, They are personally so well known to our 
readers, and their biography as public men is so intimately bound 
up with the political history of Great Britain during the last forty 

ears, that we need not attempt a sketch of each individual career. 
tt will be sufficient to mention their names, with the dates of their 
Parliamentary and official services. 

First Lord of the Treasury : the Right Hon, Sir Edward Geoffrey 
Smith Stanley, Bart., fourteenth Earl of Derby, Baron a: 
Knight of the Garter; was born 1799, at Knowsley, near Liverpool ; 
eldest son of the thirteenth Earl of Derby, by his cousin, the 
Countess of Derby, a daughter of the v. Geoffrey Hornby. 
Educated at Christ Church, Oxford. He married, in 1825, a daughter 
of Lord Skelmersdale. He sat in the House of Commons for 
Stockbridge from 1822 to 1826; for Preston, from 1826 to 1830; 
for Windsor, in 1831; for North Lancashire, from 1832 to 1844. In 
October, 1844, he was summoned to the House of Peers in his 
father’s barony of Stanley of Bickerstaffe. He succeeded his father 
as Earl of rby in 1851. He was Under Secretary for the 
Colonies in 1829; Chief Secretary for Ireland from 1830 to 1833; 
Secretary of State for the Colonies from March, 1833, to July, 1834, 
and from September, 1841, to December, 1845; First Lord of the 
Treasury in 1852; again from February, 1858, to June, 1859, and, a 
third time, in 1866. He was Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports in 
{852. He was elected Lord Rector of Glasgow University in 1834, 
and Chancellor of the University of Oxford in 1852. 

Lord High Chancellor : the Right Hon. Sir Frederic Thesiger, first 
Baron Chelmsford ; born 1794; served in the Navy as Midshipman ; 
then studied for the law; was called to the Bar in 1818; became 
Solicitor-General in 1844, and Attorney-General in 1845; sat in Par- 
liament for Woodstock from 1840 to 1844, then for Abingdon till 1852, 
and then for Stamford till 1858; became Lord Chancellor, and 
received his peerage in February, 1858; again became Lord 
Chancellor in 1366. 

Lord President of the Privy Council : the Right Hon. Richard 
Plantagenet Campbell Temple Nugent Brydges Chandos Grenville, 
third Duke of Buckingham, Marquis of Buckingham and Chandos, 
Earl Temple of Stowe, Viscount and Baron Cobham, and Earl 
Nugent of the Irish Peerage; born 1823, a son of the late Duke 


| of Buckingham by a daughter of the Marquis of Breadalbane ;

1805, son of Mr. Isaac Disraeli, of Bradenham Manor, Buckingham- 
shire, author of “ The Curiosities of Literature ;"’ his mother being a 
Miss Basevi, of Brighton. He was educated at the private school con- 
ducted by the late Rev. E. Cogan, Unitarian minister, atWalthamstow. 
He published many successful works of fiction, was elected M.P. 
for Maidstone in 1837, for Shrewsbury in 1841, and in 1847 for 
Buckinghamshire, which he still represents. He married, in 1839, 
the widow of the late Mr. Wyndham Lewis, of Glamorganshire, 
He was Chancellor of the Exchequer from March to December, 1852 
and again from February, 1858, to June, 1859, and is so now a third 
time. 

Secretary of State for the Home Department: the Right Hon. 
Spencer Horatio Walpole ; born 1806, educated at Eton, and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge ; practised at the Bar from 1831 to 1852; was 
M.P. for Midhurst from 1848 to 1856, when he was returned for the 
University of Cambridge. Was Home Secretary in 1852 ; in in 
1858, and now a third time. Is related to the family of the Earl of 
Egmont, and has married a daughter of the Right Hon. Spencer 
Perceval. Was chairman of the Great Western Railway Company 
in 1853,

GENERAL EXHIBITION OF WATER-COLOUR DRAWINGS. 


THE third annual exhibition at the Dudley Gallery of the a 
corde 
to visitors by its predecessors at the number and merit of the 
painters in water colours not members of either of the exclusive 
societies in Pall-mall. The long and deeply felt need of an addi- 
tional water-colour oo, » here yearly made more strikingly 
t a free exhibition furnishes a fair field 
for the young and unknown artist to submit his productions to 
the public; but therein also painters in oil, whether obscure or in 
high repute, may find a place for studies, sketches, or finished works, 
in the handier material, often of peculiar value and interest, which 
et might have remained unknown, except to the dealer or collector. 
he larger proportion of the present display consists of drawings 
by artists known exclusively ugh the medium of water colours ; 
but there are also many contributions of mark by painters chiefly 
distinguished in oil. 

To this last class belongs the most remarkable performance in the 
collection, a drawing which, merely from a technical point of view, 
is noteworthy as exemplifying in a figure-subject a degree of force 
and completeness nearl aqgeoething that attainable in an oil 

inting. But besides this, work is not less interesting for its 

ramatic originality, not to say singularity, and for antiquarian 
realism, and other peculiarities challenging criticism. We allude to 
“ Cordelia’s Portion” (249), by Mr. ox Brown, one of a series of 
illustrations (hitherto in oil) of “ King Lear,” by the same artist. 
The moment chosen for representation is immediately after Lear has 
spoken the words, “The truth be then thy dower.” Cordelia 
stands turning irresolutely from the King, her flushed face 
rather ambiguously indicating her choking and conflicting emotions. 
The youthfel t and chivalrous-looking King of France, with a some- 
what gratuitous appeal towards Heaven, presses one of her hands to 
his breast ; while the Duke of Burgundy, the other suitor, of more 
staid demeanour, looks on, biting his nails, with an_expression 
of controllable disappoiiuucn-. ~ Lee, & hawkafaced Methusaleh 
of most portentous as his white hair matted flat over his 
forehead, & la Frangois Premier, by the crown just removed— 
scowls from a corner of his capacious throne, exactly like 
the Jacob of the picture in the French Gallery. oneril, 
a fat, proud, unfeeling; red-haired woman of forty, and her 
mild, younger, hen ed husband; together with Regan, 
hatchet-faced, sallow, black-haired, malicious; and her husband, 
a burly, truculent, bald, middle-aged ruffian, all clutch the 
crown.

There may be unusual wealth of thoughts, and essentially 
appropriate ones; but, instead of their being subordinated to 
pictorial requirements, they are forced into a prominence smacking 
strongly of self-satisied self-assertion. In a subject, too, so inde- 
finite in its chronology as this, a needless obtrusion of semi-classical, 
semi-mediseval accessories is simply p atical. 

Another prominent figure-picture is No, 166, by Mr. J. D. Linton, 
representing a gentleman in Venetian costume of the fifteenth 
century stooping to touch the keys of an organ over a 
lady who is seated before the instrument.

THE BRITISH INSTITUTION. 


Our readers are aware that, according to appearances, the present 
will be the last exhibition held under the auspices of this institution 
at its historical gallery, Pall-mall. As we observed in our last 
Number, the entire extinction of the exhibitions, here or elsewhere, 
seems, however, scarcely to be apprehended ; seeing that the capital 
of the institution, subscribed in great part by deceased “ governors ” 
and amounting to about £16,000, can hardly be diverted to other 
objects. The expiration of the lease of the premises now occupied 
may, nevertheless, lead to an indefinite cessation of the exhibitions, 
which, for various reasons, is to be deprecated. 

The most important of these is that, in the event of the closure of 
the British Institution, all the pictorial productions by young 
artists, — those up to the standard of the Royal Academy, must 
fall into the hands of dealers. Now, we are far from wishing 
to prejudice this useful class of middle-men. On the con- 
trary, we believe they have ay aided in developing 
the growing demand -for art-works, And were it otherwise, 
at worst it can only be said that they are necessary evils, 
like publishers to authors. To close all channels for reaching 
the public eye except through such media would, however, be 
decidedly injurious. Unquestionably, dealers help to enhance the 
market value of names to the detriment of unrecognised talent and 
originality. It is directly to their interest, and their operations are 
greatly facilitated by ministering to common, uneducated tastes, 
and supplying a manufactured, fashionable, ephemeral kind of art 
that may be obtained cheaply and in any « uantity. To some it ma 
ap incredible, yet it is perfectly well »own to artists, that, wit! 
only two or three exceptions, the leading dealers comprehend barely 
anything of art beyond the market value of pictures, as of other 
wares, At most, these tradesmen are merely judges of the executive 
portions of a picture; and, consequently, to them thought, inven- 
tion, even the sentiment of an unknown Raphael or the sublimity of 
a new Michael Angelo, would count almost as nothing; whilst t ey 
would eagerly speculate in mere pictorial upholstery. For reasons 
such as these the maintenance of the British Institution, especially 
with the concession of some much-needed reforms and in renewed 
— is highly desirable. 

Rut it-ia time te complete our survey of the present exhibition by 
reviewing the landscapes and cthéf Works left unnoticed in our 
former article. Happily, the landscapes form the least unsatisfac- 
tory portion of the collection. Here we find more fidelity to nature, 
less sophistication in treatment; above all, a healthier taste pre- 
vailing, than in the figure-pictures, making all allowance for the 

iar difficulties of the latter, Attention may be invited, in the 

rst place, to the landscape works containing animals, among which 
are, more or less noticeable, works by Messrs. Lutyens, Beavis, De 
Prades, nyt W. W. Hopkins, and .\. J. Stark, whose “ Farm- 
ard” (08) we have engraved and described in another column, 
he “Cattle Piece” (570), by Mr. Lutyens, is remarkable as an 
example of foreign teaching in landscape-painting, but of a kind 
which cannot be recommended for imitation. Nor is it a favourable 
imen of the painter. The mannerisms of the vaporous school of 
rot and of the broad school of Troyon are here exceeded, and, with 
sunlight (?) effects on the animals, there is an absence of luminousness 
in the blue sky which only late twilight would account for. 
“ Horses Going to a Fair” (195, a facile, ive picture by Mr. De 
Prades, is formal in grouping and not sufficiently accurate in the 
proportions and anatomy of the horses. “ Harrowing in Brittany ” 
(40), by Mr, Beavis, is a characteristic representation, with consider- 
able dexterity and truth in the execution. “ Lost” (291)—a dog 
sitting beside his master’s -— half buried in snow—has merit ; 
and “ Datur hora quieti ” (353), by Mr. W. W. Hopkins, is beautiful 
in sentiment and colour. 

One of the most important is “ Loch Muich, Aberdeen- 
shire” (172), by Mr. Oakes, Though rather crude and thin, the 
picture has the rare merits of being unconventional in treatment and 
of showing original observation of nature. The blackcock focussed 
against the light reflected from the lake is a rather puerile and ob- 
trusive incident ; but the alternation of cloud-shadows and watery 
sunbeams along the hillsides is ably and suggestively rendered. 
Still more imaginative is a moonlight sketch by this painter en 
the rocky coast of the same Scotch county near Stonehaven 
(326). A moonlight among the Welsh mountains of different 
character—as steel to silver—hard, bright, calm, and frosty 
362), is realised by Mr. A. Gilbert with his usual skill in the con-

Mr. Mignot combines in a remarkable degree artistic 
force with delicacy in No, 471, which is primarily a “skyscape,” 
the being a low, level, uninteresting swamp, occupying 
but a small proportion of the canvas, Probably the picture records 
the glories of sunset in equatorial America ; the vast canopy over- 
head is one multitudinous mass of clouds still burning in the roseate 
and many-hued splendour of a sun just sunk below the horizon. 
A view “ On the mt, near Castle mington” (189), by Mr. H. 
Dawson, has all the power and luxurious, full-toned richness, and 
also the mannerisms, of that able painter. The scene comprises an 
islet crowned with trees, reflected, quivering, in the shining river, 
and relieved against a dappled evening sky that giows and 
palpitates like hammered gold. There is a strikingly original 
picture (379) by Mr. H. C. Waite—a Welsh funeral procession is seen 
in the foreground crossing a mountain ridge and descending into a 
valley shrouded in a grey mys of cloud-wreaths, over and beyond 
whieh rise sharp and clear, as though part of another world, a higher 
mountain, clad in the heavenly purity of virgin snow. Two marine 
pieces of much merit are placed conveniently near for comparison— 
@ coast scene near the Land's End, Cornwall, including the remark- 
able rock called the Armed Knight ©) by Mr. Melby; and “A 
Fresh Gale, Ostend Pier” (73), by Mr. ayes. In the former the

Moreover, this first impression is retain« 
notwithstanding that examination reveals some want of definition 
in the forms, attributable, doubtless, in part, to Sir Edwin being less 
accustomed to the use of the modelling tool than of the brush, but also 
to a tendency to extreme breadth of treatment observable in all his 
recent paintings, and probably to his not having been fully sensible 
of the necessity which the practised sculptor must feel of com- 
pensating for the want of colour by an increased force in his light 
and shade, especially in the dark material of bronze. There is, how- 
ever, even in this breadth and simplicity of treatment, carried as itis to 
excess, something that helps to make the impression derived from the 
whole stronger, and to leave that impression less uninterruptedly on the 
mind when one has gone from before the lions and has recollection 
only to refer to in estimating their merits. At all events, we may 
say with confidence that the lions of Trafalgar-square are a credit 
to the nation and will do honour to the English school of sculpture. 
They may have faults ; they may be—in fact, unquestionably are— 
different in their style from most works of the kind ; but even their 
peculiarities may possibly enhance their value, in the same way that 
the exaggerations of Michael Angelo and the eccentricities of ellini 
excite an increased interest and tend to attract our attention to the 
strong purpose that lies under and within the effort of the hand. 
The naturalism of Sir Edwin Landseer’s lions renders it scarcely 
possible to find their counterpart in any celebrated ancient or foreign 
works of the kind. The lions of the Hall of Animals in the Vatican 
are too idealised; and those of the Assyrian bas-reliefs, the 
Egyptian lions of the Campidoglio, and the Byzantine lion of St. 
Mark’s are too conventional to admit of comparison. The great 
lion of Cnidos is too fragmentary for fair estimate. Of modern 
lions, those of Canova, Danneker, Thorwaldsen, and others are so 
different in action, and their treatment is so much influenced by 
classical theories, that they can scarcely be brought into competition, 
In this country we may now say there have been three phases of 


lion-representation. ‘The first was of the period from Koubiliac, 
Rysbrack, and Wilton down to the elder Bacon, when anything 
approaching clese imitation of nature was considered a 
With the true dignity of art, and when a frowning, half-real, half- 


imaginary creature, partly human, partly leonine in its character 
and expression, was substituted. However ridiculous it may appear 
in these realistic and scientific days, the “ allegorical lion” was sup- 
posed to be not only more appropriate, but vastly superior in every 
respect to anything that could be found existing in nature. 

Flaxman was the first to perceive the error of this in theory and 
explode it in practice. His lion on the Nelson monument in 
St, Paul's Catnedral shows in all essentials sufficient fidelity to 
nature, yet is it broad and grand in treatment and thoroughly 
sculpturesque in execution. andseer has perhaps gone a step 
nearer to nature in his lions, though he has not so closely observed 
the laws and requirements of monumental sculpture. Great praise 
is most outainly due to him for so strictly adhering to the old 
sphinx-like attitude; and for having (notwithstanding some opposi- 
tion) indulged in but very slight variety in the couchant postures of 
the four lions. By these means only was he able (as far as remained 
possible, conformable to the original design) to preserve the archi- 
tectonic character indispensible for uniting the lions with the 
column. At one period of his preparatory work, we understand, Sir 
Edwin made lifesize crayon studies of lions in walking or prowling 
attitudes ; but the adoption of such attitudes would have been the 
gravest mistake possible; everything in Trafalgar-square would 
have been totally sacrificed to these demonstrative and obtrusive 
monsters. 

As it is, to whom are we to attribute the one great fault of these 
works—not an intrinsic fault, but relatively to the site they occupy? 
Hardly can we blame Sir Edwin, for he had but to adapt his lions to 
the already existing pedestals ; and we suppose their unnecessaril 
large dimensions, even for those pedestals, were definitely prescribed. 
Making every allowance for familiarity with the column in an un- 
finished state, it is painfully obvious that the various portions of the 
monument have become out of all proportion, not only with them- 
selves but with the entire place on which it stands. Never, even in 
re other of our public monuments and buildings, was such want of 
judgment in design betrayed. The column is shrunk into a walking- 
stick, and the statue of the hero on its summit is reduced, in its 
almost forgotten aerial limbo, to a mere puppet by the magnitude of 
the animals and the masses they form with their pedestals; thus, 
what should have been the accessories of column and statue have 


become the principals, The whole square is, as it were, 
taken possession of and thrown into still greater con- 
fusion by the apparently stray and right “royal” manner 


in which the beasts lie about. Their distance from the centre of the 
monument is so great that they lose nearly all appearance of con- 
nection with it ; and the figures of Napier and Havelock, despite the 
gesture of energetic remonstrance in the one and the expression of 
resignation to ill-usage in the other, are dwarfed by comparison into 
much more than their previous insignificance. Trafalgar-square is 
now, in fine, a still more glaring example of the evils attending the 
absence of that permanent general power of direction of public 
works of fine art which would ensure one great harmonious design, 
and not permit, as in this instance, the realisation of a conglomera- 
tion of separate and discordant ideas, 








THE serial concerts of the season—the Orchestral Popular Concert 
at Her Majesty’s Theatre, the Monday Popular Concert, the Saturday 
concert at the Crystal Palace, and the concert of Mr. Henry Leslie’s 
Choir—have all taken place during the past week, and all have been 
attended with their usual success. But none of them have pre- 
sented any remarkable feature of novelty, except only the Monday 
Popular Concert, which was distinguished by the appearance of the 
celebrated Mdme, Clara Schumann. This lady is not altogether a 
stranger to the English public, having Sermediy aid brief visits to 
London at long intervals two or three times; and she has for many 
years enjoyed the undisputed reputation of the greatest Continental 
pianist of the day. This reputation she gained at an early age 
under her maiden name of Biara Wieck ; and she has maintained 
and raised it as the wife and widow of Robert Schumann, a man 
who, if not a composer of the very highest rank—a Beethoven or a 
Mendelasohn—holds a place in the front rank of the German 
musicians of the second order. Schumann’s progress to fame 
in this country was for a time impeded by the indiscretion 
of a party of his friends and admirers in Germany, who 
made him the object of a sort of “hero-worship,” exalting him 
at the expense of Mendelssohn, and thus placing two great artiste 
in the attitude of rivals instead of friends and brothers, which they 
really were. This engendered a hostile feeling towards him—a 
prejudice which for a time prevented his receiving in this 
country the justice due to his real merits. But this prejudice 
has been dissipated as he has become better known, and 
his music receives due honour when and wherescever it is heard. 
Mdme. Schumann's appearance at the Popular Concert on Monday 
night created an extraordinary sensation, The hall is alwa 

crowded at these concerts; but on this occasion it was literally 
overflowing, and the “familiar faces” of our most distinguished 
musicians and amateurs were conspicuous in every corner. She 
played Beethoven’s sonata in D minor, op. 29; two beautiful 
romances of her late husband's, in which she was accompanied b 

Joachim ; and (with Piatti) Beethoven's trio in E flat, op. 70. It is 
im ible to describe the enthusiasm which prevailed, It was a 


tribute to genius, equally worthy of those who paid and of her who 
received it.

THE MAGAZINES, 


The Cornhill parts company this month with Miss Thackeray, 
somewhat abruptly, and with almost a sense of incompleteness, 
although the details of the story are as daintily finished as ever. 
Reine Chrétien marries Butler ; and Catherine is supposed to find the 
solace of her widowhood in the children left wader her charge, We 
are not quite satisfied ; for, notwithstanding the power displayed in the 
portrait of Reine, we cannot sympathise with her as with the little un- 
assuming English girl. Mr, Trollope’s story must also be approaching 
its termination, though he dallies with it and turns aside for a while 
into by-paths, keeping his unfortunate hero in the most intolerable 
state of suspense. It should be said that the writer's vigour and 
knowledge of mankind have never been more apparent than in these 
subsidiary sketches. By much the most attractive of the other 
contributions is “ A Week in a French Country-House.” One would 
hardly have expected to meet so many eccentric characters in 
such a place. The description of their peculiarities is full of wit, 
good-natured satire, and originality. “The Old English Chroniclers 
is a temperate and judicious plea for those neglected writers, written 
with much knowledge of the subject. The Austrian cadet continues 
his reminiscences, more amusing than dignified, and which are not 
invariably of a couleur de rose character. “ Spain andthe Spaniards” 
enumerates the heaviest charges against the nation, but concludes 
rather unexpectedly by advising all to go nevertheless, and assuring 
them that they will do very well by the aid of “good-temper, 
courage, and civility.” Unfortunately, the requisite outfit of these 
commodities would seem to be very large. The unquestionable 
melody of Mr. Simcox’s “ Orpheus” would not have been injured by 
a more intimate association with common-sense, 

Macmillan proffers a good number—both useful and entertaining. 
An account of the Cretan insurrection, by a resident in the island, 
enters more fully into the causes of the movement than we have 
seen elsewhere. They appear to be chiefly of a financial character, 
arising from the exactions of the Turkish functionaries. We can 
readily believe that these have afforded sufficient justification for the 
revolt, which would have obtained more sympathy in Europe but for 
the enormous lying of the Cretan aympatbions at Athens, A writer 
on the discontent of the Crete on the other side of the Irish Sea— 
Ireland—advocates fixity of tenure in all cases where the tenant holds 
more than a certain quantity of land, It is easier to demonstrate 
the advisability of the measure than to show how it is to be carried in 
the teeth of the landed interest, A paper on “ Home Defences” has 
also some excellent suggestions—so obvious, indeed, that it seems 
surprising how they should remain to be made. Recovered, we 
trust, from her indisposition, Mrs. Norton resumes her inter- 
rupted fiction. It is sombre and powerful, as of old. Mr, Henry 
Kingsley is in great force, as he shouts, scrambles, and floun- 
ders along through his intricate story with the enthusiasm of 
a schoolboy out nutting. He is really too extravagant for serious 
criticism ; but the contagion of his animal spirits would carry off 
greater absurdities still. A notice of the late Alexander Smith is 
written with discrimination as well as affection, and places his 
elegant though not robust genius in the most favourable point of 
view. It is idle, however, while justly condemning the motives and 
spirit of the attacks made upon Mr. Smith on the score of plagiarism, 
to ignore the degree in which they were substantially well-founded. 
We do not believe that Mr. Smith intentionally borrowed a thought 
from any source; but his memory was indisputably more powerful 
than his imagination. ; 

Less than ever of Fraser’s space is devoted to light reading, and 
the number contains several articles of great practical importance. 
The late Mr. Buckle’s “ Fragment on the Reign of Elizabeth,” will, 
no doubt, be referred to with eagerness. Being of the nature of a 
summary, it adds nothing to any well-informed reader’s know 
of the subject, and is chiefly interesting as a characteristic example 
of the lamented author’s mode of thought, and as affording some 
clue to his method of composition. The clearness, energy, and de- 
cisiveness of the style are worthy of all commendation, and the 
masterly condensation displays rather than conceals the laborious 
diligence with which the materials have been collected. There is at 
the same time something of the peremptory assertion and pugnacious 
dogmatism which with Mr. Buckle so often wore the appearance of 
arrogance, but which were rather the effect of scholarly rust than of 
any real want of urbanity. Mr. Bonamy Price defends the Bank 
Charter Act in an able paper.

He was 
the author of some political pamphlets. He 
was at one time in the Army, and was an 
Adjutant of the Royal Horse Guards. He was 
also connected with the turf. He won the 
Goodwood Stakes with Lucy Banks, and several 
races with Watchdog and Traveller; and it 
will be recollected that, when the former ran 
out of the course in the Brighton Stakes, Lord 
Coste Bentinck made an objection to him; 
and Mr. Shelley (for he had not then suc- 
ceeded to the baronetcy) had a long cor- 
respondence with Lord George on the sense 
in which he used the word “ procured” with 
reference to the testimony of a gipsy who 
gave evidence in his behalf. At last the 
matter was arranged through the intervention of mutual friends, Sir 
John inherited the baronetcy on the death of his father, March 
28, 1852. He was, in July, 1852, elected M.P. for Westminster, and 
sat for that city up to the dissolution of Parliament, in 1865. Sir John 
was Lieutenant-Colonel of the 46th Middlesex Volunteers. He married, 
Ang. 13, 1832, Lonisa Elizabeth Ann, only child of the Rev. 8. Jobnes 
Knight, of Henley Hall, Shropshire, Rector of Welwyn, Herts, and 
Vicar of Allhallows, Barking, by whom he leaves issue an only danghter. 
Sir John is succeeded in the baronetcy by his brother, now the Rey. Sir 
Frederick Shelley, the eighth Baronet, Rector of Beer-Ferris, Devonshire,who 
was born in 1809, and married, Feb. 4, 1845, Charlotte-Maria, daughter of the 
late Rev. Henry Hippisley, of Lamborne Place, Berks, by whom he has two 
sons and a daughter. This isa very ancient Sussex family. Ite representa- 
tive in 1527 was Sir William os, Knt., a Judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas, whose greatgrandson, Sir John Shelley, of Michelgrove, was the first 
Baronet, being so created May 22, 1811; and was direct ancestor of the 
Baronet just deceased. The Shelleys, Baronets, of Penshurst, are of ‘this line, 
being the junior branch, to which belonged Percy Bysse Shelley, the poet, 
whose son is the present Sir Percy Florence Shelley, Bart. 








THE REY. DR. MACDONNELL, PROVOST OF TRINITY COLLEGE, 
DUBLIN. 


The venerable Provost of Trinity College, Richard MacDonnell, who, full 
of years honour, died on the 24th ult., was 
son of Robert MacDonnell, Esq., of the city of 
Cork, and afterwards of Dublin, by Susanna 
Nugent, his wife, and was grandson of Richard 
MacDonnell, of Peacockstown, in the county 
of Meath. He claimed descent, through a 
branch of the family settled in the county of 
Wicklow, from the ancient house from which 
sprang the MacDonnells, Earls of Antrim.

When but sixteen he won a 
scholarship; in 1805 he took the of 
A.B., and fh 1808 obtained a fellowship, having 
then only just completed his twenty-first year. 
He selected the law for his profession, was 
called to the Bar, and for awhile on 
the Munster Circuit ; but he soon altered his 
views, and entered the Church. While a 
junior fellow he blished a pamphiet 
which shadowed forth and suggested those enlightened reforms which 
have been the saving of Trinity College, and which have raised to so 
high a standard the character of the University of Dublin. In 1816 he 
was elected Professor of Oratory. In 1821 he took the degree of D.D.; and 
on Jan. 24, 1962, was ted Provost. In the touching sermon preached 
in the chapel of the University on the occasion of Dr. Donnell's death 
by his distinguished friend Dr. Todd, the Provost is thus referred to :— 
* After his elevation to the provostship and to his dying day his thoughts were 
centred in the welfare of college, and all his exertions were to remove its 
remaii defects, They had seen him for some time feeble in body and 
weak by daily-increasing infirmities, but his mind remained to the last 
clear and unclonded, his hope firm, and his faith unshaken.” A finished 
gentleman, a kind and generous friend, Dr.

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 


Professor Tyndall began his fourth lecture on Vibratory 
Motion and Sound, on Thursday week, with an additional illustration of the 
transmission of sound by means of broad surfaces. The playing of a musical 
box, inaudible through being inclosed in other boxes lined with felt, was 
most distinctly heard when a disk of wood was placed on the top of a rod so 
inserted as to touch the musical box within. He then explained and exhibited 
the construction of the syren, invented by jard la Tour, modified and 
improved by Dove, and given a double form by Helmholtz. In this apparatus 
a current of air is fo through perforated circular plates, which are made 
to rotate, whereby the current is cut up into a succession of puffs. As the 
velocity of revolution increases these puffs begin to produce a low musical 
sound, which rises gradually in pitch with the rapidity of the revolution, and 
by means of clockwork attached to the instrument this rapidity is 
measured and the number of vibrations required to form the musical note 
is precisely ascertained. Professor Tyndall then proceeded to exhibit 
the power of the double syren, and apply it to the discovery 
of the number of vibrations in various musical notes, showing that the vibra- 
tions of any note were doubled in its octave,&c. He stated the range of the 
ordinary human ear to be eleven octaves (from sixteen to 38,000 vibrations 
in a second); but in musical practice, notes including from forty to 4000 
vibrations only are employed. Some persons can appreciate musical sounds 

tly inaudible to others. Hooke’s method of producing musical tones 

m taps on arapidly-revolving toothed wheel, was repeated; and it was 
shown, also, how tones can be produced by placing pieces of hot metal on 
lead, and from the electric contact-maker. The professor, after stating that 
the intensity of a sound is due to the amplitude of the vibrations, and its 
pitch due to their rapidity, illustrated the former in various ways, 
more especially by casting the shadow of vibrating taning-forks on an 
illuminated screen. The lecture was concluded with a description of the con- 
struction of stringed instruments (especially of the monochord and the violin), 
and with experiments proving that their sound is not due to the vibrations of 


the stri but to the vibrations of the surface of the wooden box, and the 
mass of therein contained. 
Professor Tyndall began his fifth lecture on Tuesday last, with the exhi- 


bition of the “syren” in action under water, to which power it owes its 
mame, the musical notes, produced by cutting up the currents of water, 
rising or falling in pitch in proportion to the rapidity of the rotation of the 
disk. Reverting, then, to the sounds produced by vibrating string, he pro- 
duced the fundamental note of a string, and showed how its octave was 
obtained by halving its length by means of a bridge. He then proceeded to 
explain and illustrate the four laws regulating the vibrations of strings— 
that the rapidity of vibration is inversely proportional—1, to the length of 
the string; 2, to the diameter of the string; 3, to the square root of its 
tension ; and, 4, in the case of strings of different densities, but of the same 
length and thickness, it is inversely proportional to the square root of their 
densities. The operation of these laws is exhibited in the strings of the violin 
and pianoforte, their tuning, &c. Professor Tyndall then, by agitating a 
long indiarubber tube, filled with sand, attached to the ceiling, gave visivle 
examples of a progressive wave or undulation; and by sending a second 
wave to meet the reflected wave on its return, he obtained a node, or an 
apparently motionless point, due to the waves neutralising each other; and 
by stopping the motion and sending up other impulses, and timing them, he 
roduced a number of nodes and vibrating parts termed ventral segments— 
thus forming examples of stationary undulations. He then exhibited 
Dr. Young’s beautiful method of studying the vibrations of bright strings, 
by throwing light upon them and watching the lines produced by the illu- 
minated points. When a string of silvered beads was attached to a tuning- 
fork and made to vibrate, its luminous spots described lines; and, when 
made to rotate, elegant spindle-shaped figures were produced, changing form 
as the number of nodes was made to vary. The lecture was illustrated by a 
number of interesting experiments, and concluded with the application of 
their principles to the production of musical intervals on the monocherd. 


Mr. Scott Russell, F.B.S., at the Friday evening meeting on 
the Ist inst., gave a discourse on the fire at the Crystal Palace on the 30th of 
December last, by which the Tropical Department and the beautiful Alhambra, 
Byzantine, Assyrian, and other Courts had been totally destroyed. After 
commenting on the immense advantages conferred on the nation by the 
Crystal Palace, as affording the people education in art and a source of the 
most pure and refined pleasure, Mr. Scott Russell gave an interesting his- 
torical sketch of the palace itself and its parent, the Great Exhibition 
of 1851, which was characterised as “a fairy palace, more wonderful than a 
dream ;" a marvellous combination of elegance, lightness, and strength ; an 
example of an entirely new style of architecture, which was further 
developed in the Crystal Palace, and which, emanating from the genius of 
Paxton, was perfected by a series of happy thoughts from Barry, Fox, 
Henderson, Owen Jones, and others. The principle of the construction of the 
two buildings, the repetition of a combination of iron columns, bound by 
horizontal trusses, &c., thus giving enormous resisting power, was amply 
illustrated by diagrams and models. Reverting then to the fire, Mr. 
Scott Russell asserted that the building was really fireproof, and would 
not keep a-light, and fire must be produced by putting combustible 
matter into it. This, in his opinion, had been done. The furnace 
beneath the Tropical Department had been overheated, the boiler had burst, 
and a great quantity of ignited inflammable gas, rushing into the Byzantine 
Court, had ascended the hollow gigantic tree, the Wellingtonia, 100 ft. high, 
and speedily enveloped the whole of the north transept in a cloud of flame, 
This was the condition of the palace when he arrived. From his experience 
he at once abandoned all hope of saving the burning courts, and, by the aid 
of *, energetic men, devoted himself to preserve the untouched 
portions, which was done with complete success. In regard to the third 
point of his discourse, “What is now to be done?” after stating that 
probably only a fifth part of the sum paid for the insurance of the building, 
£80,000, would be paid by the companies, Mr. Scott Russell made an earnest 
appeal for help, by subscription, towards the complete restoration of so truly 
national a work to its pristine condition, referring especially to the 
énergetic and beneficent labours of Mr. Francis Fuller and others, who had 
been prominent actors in the movements for promoting the Great Exhibition 
of 1851, and tue transfer of the building to Sydenbam-hill. The president, 
Sir Henry Holland, Bart., F.R.S., was in the chair. 


Mr, George A. Macfarren, in his second lecture on Harmony, 
given on Saturday last, began with a reference to the introduction of i 
G modes into this country by the Roman missionaries, and the com- 
bination of these modes with the harmonies in use among the people, thus 
forming the descant or plain song. He then proceeded to explain and illus- 
trate upon the pianoforte, by examples and extracts from Handel, Bach, and 
other composers, the uniform treatment of all the notes of the ancient strict 
or diatonic style as distinguished from the modern free or chromatic style ; 
the common chords and their inversion, diminished fifths, pedals, sequences, 
passing notes, suspension of complete chords, essential discords, &c. As 
vocal illustrations of the excellences and peculiarities of the ancient style 
two pieces were sung by Miss Robertine Henderson, Mrs. H. R. Byers, Mr. 
Wiffn, Mr. Conway Cox, and Mr. R. Wilkinson—‘‘Now is the month of
